BERLIN,  Dae  20 — The  revolutionary  parliament  which  ad- 
gtmrnsd  this  sftstirmwi  gave  the  irsbinat  the  fullest  authority  to 
mWHi  affairs.  The  prestige  of  Chancellor  Friednch  Ebert  and 
PhQBp  Sihssffiniin  has  been  greatly  enhanced  by  the  appointment  of 
a  *iHlf*— '  central  executive  committee  of  twenty  seven  soldiers  and 
workmen  composed  wholly  of  majority  Socialists.  The  committee 
is  largely  a  body  with  parliamentary  functions  on  a  small  scale.  It 
can  eject  obstreperous  cabinet  members,  and  has  a  restricted  veto 
power. 

The  congress  devoted  its  closing  hows  to  socisnwetfon  problems. 
It  approved  of  state  control  for  such  Industries  "as  are  rips/*  for  the 
experiment,  and  a  start  will  be  made  with  the  coal  pits.  Afterwards 
the  steel  and  chemical  industries  and  the  alkali  mines  will  he  in  one 
for  seizure,  although  the  bulk  of  the  congress  was  for  leaving  such 
fjSJttoi  nrohlanii  to  the  National  Assembly. 

Herr  Ricklet  proposed  Weimar,  capital  of  the  Grand  Duchy  of 
Saxo- Weimar-Eisenach  as  the  seat  of  the  constituent  essamhly. 

The  general  makeup  of  the  congress  was  pronouncedly  medi- 
ocre, as  the  majority  of  the  members  were  from  local  soldiers'  and 
workmen's  councils  hurriedly  organised  in  the  early  days  of  the  revolu- 
tion. The  fact  that  the  congress  convened  at  B«-lin  was  responsible

'.  The  Socialist  newspaper  Vorwaerts 
predicts  that  the  main  past  of  the 
disclosures  of  Adolph  Joffe,  farmer 
Bolsheviki  ambassador  to  Berlin,  win 
shortly  be  forthcoming,  in  view  of  the 
former  Russian  diplomat's  declaration 
that  ha  no  longer  owes  to  Hugo  Haase, 
Foreign  Minister  In  the  Ebert  cabinet, 
the  consideration  due  a  former  friend 
aad  political  ally.  Herr  Haase  Jetti- 
soned Joffe  by  declaring  that  the 
latter  merely  supplied  him  with  data 
for  speeches  la  the  Reichstag. 

The  categorical  denial  by  the  Inde- 
pendents that  they  were  beneficiaries 
of  Bolsheviki  roubles  which  are  alleg- 
■  ed  to  have  been  scattered  profusely 
about  Berlin  while  Joffe  was  there, 
leads  to  the  suggestion  in  some  quar- 
ters that  the  Spartacus  group  was  fi- 
nanced out  of  funds  deposited  here  to 
the  order  of  the  leader  of  the  Inde- 
pendents, Oscar  Cohen,  former  Reioh- 
■tag  member,  who  Is  now  Under-Secre- 
tary to  the  national  Ministry  of  Jus- 
tice. Cohen  left  hero  yesterday  for 
Moscow,  ostensibly  on  official  business 
in  connection  with  the  transfer  of  Rus- 
sfaa  prisoners. 

The  fact  that  M.  Radek.  who  con- 
duets  the  Bolsheviki  propaganda 
bureau,  was  la  close  touch  with  the 
organisation  headed  by  Dr.  Karl 
Uebkneoht  Is  generally  accepted  as 
proof  that  the  funds  furnished  by 
Joffe  were  liberally  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Spartacus  element,  who 
suddenly  were  put  la  a  position  to  es- 
tablish an  official  organ  and  otherwise 
conduct  aa  extensive  terrorist  cam- 
paign. 

Joff e's  Declaration 

B1RUN,  Doc  10  (via  Copenhagen) 
-—The  question  of  whether  the  Ger- 
man revolution  was  financed  from 
Russia  IS  agitating  political  circles, 
the  Imputation  being  that  the  Inde- 
pendent Socialists  received  large  sums 
from  Russian  sources. 

Contributing  to  this  discussion,  some 
of  the  Socialist  newspapers  have 
printed  what  purported  to  bo  a  wire- 
less dispatch  from  Adolf  Joffe,  for- 
mer Bolsheviki  representative  In  Ber- 
lin, to  Richard  Berth  and  Hugo 
Haass,  of  the  German  radical  faction 
So  the  effect  that  while  Joffe  has  not 
paid  the  German  interests  anything 
directly,  they  wore  well  aware  whence 
the  money  had  come.  Joffe  declared 
that  "Oscar  Cohen.  German  Under- 
Secretary  of  Justice,  had  control  of 
XS.StS.SOS  roubles  for  the  furtherance 
at  the  German  revolution,  and  that 
altogether  S4.0SS.S00  marks  had  been 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  German 
revolutionists  by  Russia. 

The  Independent  Socialist  news- 
paper Prelheft  says  that  party  decided 
months  before  the  revolution  not  to 
accept  money  from  Russia,  and  It  re- 
sents Joffe's  Imputations.  Hugo  Haase 
denies  the  Bolsheviki  emissary's  alle- 
gation* outright,  but  Herr  Berth  up  to 
this  time  has  had  nothing  to  say  ro- 
sardlng  them.

BY  GERMAN  HORDE 
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Food,  Machinery  and  Materials 
Stolen  in  Wholesale  Fashion 
—Economic  Situalton  Is  Ex- 
tremely Bad. 


WARSAW,  Wednesday,  Dec  II.— 
Poland  was  stripped  of  an  materials 
and  machinery  during  tbe  German 
occupation  which  ended  November 
II. 

All  food  aad  all  telephone  wires 
were  removed  by  the  Germans.  All 
industrial  plants  were  robbed  aad 
dismantled. 

Discussing  the  economic  situation 
Poland,  Stanlslau  Larlowskl.  di- 
rector of  the  Commercial  Bank  of 
Warsaw,  said  to  the  correspondent 
today: 

"It  will  take  nearly  $2,000,000,000 
to  repair  the  damage  done  during 
the  German  occupation  and  set  us 
on  our  foot  and  develope  our  great 
natural  resources. 

"At  the  present  time  the  economic 
situation  Is  confused  because  Rus- 
sian roubles,  Austrian  crowns  and 
German  marks  are  in  circulation.'* 


PARIS,  Dee.  31. — Five  hundred 
thousand  Italians  lost  their  lives  in 
the  war.  Of  this  number  209,000 
were  killed  In  action. 

This  statement  was  made  to  the 
correspondent  today  by  Salvatore 
Barzilal,  former  member  of  the  Ita- 
lian Cabinet,  who  accompanied  King 
Victor  Emmanuel  to  Paris.  In  ex- 
plaining Italy's  sacrifices  and  ber 
claim  to  territories  previously  held  by 
the  enemy,  Slgnor  Barzilal  said: 

"On  the  eve  of  the  peace  confer- 
ence, where  Italy  must  claim  the 
territories  due  her  for  reasons  of  na- 
tionality, It  is  well  the  world  should 
know  the  sacrifices  sustained  by  her. 
All  Italians  trust  America  ae  an  im- 
partial Judge. 

"Italy  lost  500,000  dead.  To  those 
actually  killed  in  battle  must  bo  add- 
ed 800,000  who  died  of  disease,  par- 
ticularly malaria  contracted  In  Al- 
Macedooia  aad  Alone  the 
The  Italians  severely  wound- 
ed number  800,000,  while  600,000  of 
the  6,000,000  called  to  the  colore  were 
taken  prisoner. 

"The  enormity  of  her  sacrifices 
makes  Italy  more  erecting  in  demand- 
ing restitution  of  the  regions  along 
the  eastern  Adriatic  which  Austria  op- 
pressed for  a  century  and  attempted 
to  denationalise,  and  also  places  her 
In  the  vanguard  of  the  movement  to 
prevent  future  wars.  Having  once 
obtained  what  you  might  call  the 
doors  of  her  own  house,  Italy  ad- 
heres to  a  league  of  nations,  having 
as  a  corrollary  freedom  of  the  seas. 

"A  league  of  nations  must  have  aa 
a  fundamental  nucleus  the  Entente 
countries  and  America,  to  which  the 
others  may  Join  later.  A  central 
body,  constituting  the  supreme  court 
of  the  league,  must  have  extensive 
power,  limited  to  international  affairs. 
Judicial  powers  for  the  application  of 

»i  rules  and  executive  power  to  en- 
roe  its  decision,  such  court  going 
so  far  as  a  financial  and  economic 
boycott  of  any  country  resisting  its 
decision.  Tt  must  also  have  at  its 
disposal  an  International  force  to  pre- 
vent-any country  from  breaking  the 
peace.  All  this  Implies  the  abolition 
of  secret  treaties  and  secret  diplo- 
macy and  the  abolition  of  arma- 
ments." 


PARIS,  Dec.  21. — In  the  great 
amphitheatre  of  the  University  of 
Paris  (the  Sor bonne)  President  Wil- 
son this  afternoon  received  the 
degree  of  Doctor,  honoris  causa,  con- 
ferred upon  him  in  recognition  of  his 
work  as  a  Jurist  and  historian.  This 
Is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
university  that  an  honorary  degree 
has  been  bestowed,  authorisation  for 
It*  granting  having  been  given  by  a 
recent  decree. 

President  Polncare,  the  presidents 
of  the  Senate  and  Chamber  of  De- 
puties, the  diplomatic  corps,  mem- 
bers of  the  Government  and  the 
highest  civil  and  military  authorities 
were  present  at  the  ceremonies. 

Great  crowds  cheered  the  President 
when  he  arrived  at  the  university, 
accompanied  by  Mrs.  Wilson,  William 
Graves  Sharp,  the  American  Ambas- 
sador, and  Jean  Jules  Jusaerand. 
French  Ambassador  to  the  United 
States.  Alfred  Grolset,  dean  of  the 
faculty  of  letters,  welcomed  President 
Wilson  in  a  short  address  and  pre- 
sented to  him  the  diploma  of  a 
Doctor  as  a  testimonial  to  his  work 
as  a  historian  and  his  writing  on 
historical  subjects.  Ferdinand  Lar- 
raude,  dean  of  the  faculty  of  law, 
then  bestowed  upon  the  President  the 
degree  of  Doctor  for  hie  works  on 
Jurisprudence  and  political  science. 

Luclen  Polncare,  vice-rector  of  the 
university  and  brother  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Republic,  paid  aa  elo- 
quent tribute  to  President  Wilson's 
ability  as  a  professor  before  he  en- 
tered upon  his  political  career,  and 
told  of  the  President's  part  in  the 
war.

Commander  Sir  Charles  Cust,  equerry  to  the  King,  will  meat  the 
President  at  Calais  and  will  be  especially  attached  to  him. 

The  party  will  arrive  at  Charing  Cross  station  in  London  at 
2:30  p.m.  and  will  be  received  by  the  King  and  Queen,  and  with  the 
sovereigns  will  drive  to  Buckingham  Palace.  The  streets  will  be  lined 
by  troops,  who  will  be  assisted  by  contingents  from  the  Royal  Navy 
and  the  Air  Forces.  Clubs  and  those  occupying  private  houses  along 
the  streets  through  which  the  party  will  pass  are  asked  to  co-operate 
in  making  the  decorations  as  effective  aa  possible. 

On  Thursday  evening  the  President  and  Mrs.  Wilton  will  dine 
privately.  Friday  morning  and  afternoon  will  be  reserved  for  the 
President  to  meet  the  British  cabinet  ministers..  In  the  evening 
the  King  will  give  a  banquet  at  Buckingham  Palace.

"By  what  you  have  said,  fllr.  of 
the  theory  of  education  which  has 
been  followed  in  France,  and  which 
I  have  tried  to  promote  in  the 
United  States,  I  am  tempted  to  ven- 
ture upon  a  favorite  theme.  I  have 
always  thought  that  the  chief  object 
of  education  was  to  awaken  the 
spirit,  and  that.  Inasmuch  as  a  liter- 
ature, whenever  it  has  touched  Its 
great  and  higher  notes  was  an  ex- 
pression of  the  spirit  of  mankind, 
the  beet  Induction  Into  edu  cation 
was  to  feel  the  pulses  of  humanity 
which  had  beaten  from  j.ge  to  age 
through,  the  universities  of  men  who 
had  penetrated  to  the  secrets  of  the 
human  spirit. 

"And  I  agree  with  the  Intimation 
which  has  been  conveyed  today  that 
the  terrible  war  through  which  we 
have  Just  passed  has  not  been  only 
a  war  between  nations,  but  that  It 
has  been  also  a  war  between  sys- 
tems of  culture— the  one  system  the 
aggressive  system,  using  science 
without  conscience,  stripping  learning 
of  its  moral  restraints,  and  using 
every  faculty  of  the  human  mind  to 
do  wrong  to  the  whole  race;  the 
other  system  reminiscent  of  the  high 
traditions  of  men,  reminiscent  of  all 
their  struggles,  some  of  them  ob- 
scure, but  others  closely  revealed  to 
history  of  men  of  Indomitable  spirit; 
ever  struggling  toward  ths  right  and 
seeking  above  all  things  else  to  be 
free. 

"The  triumph  of  freedom  In  this 
war  means  that  that  spirit  shall  now 
dominate  the  world.  There  is  a  great 
wave  of  moral  force  moving  through 
the  world,  and  every  man  who  op- 
poses himself  to  that  wave  will  go 
down   In   disgrace. 

Task  of  Settlement 
"The  task  of  those  who  are  settled 
here,  or  will  be  presently  bo  gathered 
here  to  make  the  settlements  of  this 
aoaoe  Is  greatly  simplified  by  the  fact 
that  they  are  the  masters  of  no  ons; 
they  are  the  servants  of  mankind. 
And  If  we  do  not  heed  the  mandates 
of  mankind  we  shall  make  ourselves 
the  most  conspicuous  and  deserved 
failures  In  the  history  of  tbe  world. 
"My  conception  of  a  league  of  na- 
tions Is  Just  this — that  It  shall  op- 
erate aa  the  organised  moral  force 
of  men  throughout  the  world, 
that  whenever  or  wherever 
and  aggression  are  planned  or 
templated.  this  searching  light  of  eon 
.science  will  be  turned  upon  them, 
and  men  everywhere  will  ask:  'What 
are  the  purposes  that  you  head  In 
your  heart  against  the  fortunes  of 
the  world  r 

"Just  a  little  exposure  will  settle 
most  questions.  If  the  central  powers 
had  dared  to  discuss  the  purposes  of 
this  war  for  a  single  fortnight.  It  nev- 
er would  have  happened,  and  If.,  as 
should  be.  they  were  forced  to  dis- 
cuss It  for  a  year,  the  war  would 
have   boon    ucoaootvaaes.

There  la  no  influenza  reported  to 
the  northward  or  anywhere  In  the 
Yukon  Territory.  A  strong  cordon  of 
quarantine  Is  drawn  about  the  entire 
territory  and  strict  isolation  regula- 
tions are  enforced  at  gateway  of 
travel. 


GERMAN  MINISTER 

TO  MEXICO  RECALLED 


MEXICO  CITY,  Dec.  21. — Helnrlch 
von  Bckhardt,  ths  German  Minister 
to  Mexico  since  1016,  and  tbe  diplo- 
mat who  figured  In  the  Zimmerman 
disclosures  early  In  1917,  when  the 
German  Government  made  a  futile 
attempt  to  lino  Mexico  up  against  the 
United  States,  has  been  recalled  by 
the  present  German  Government. 

This  was  learned  officially  this  aft- 
ernoon, when  the  announcement  was 
mads  that  the  Minister  had  notified 
the  Mexican  Government  of  his  re- 
call. '  The  diplomat  expects  to  make 
his  farewell  calls  within  a  few  days 
and  to  leave  for  Germany  by  way  of 
the  United  States. 


On  Saturday  tbe  President  will  pro- 
ceed to  the  city  to  receive  aa  address 
at  ths  Guildhall.  On  that  evening  a 
dinner  will  be  given  by  the  Govern- 
ment at  Lancaster  House,  at  which 
the  British  ministers  will  bo  present. 

After  the  dinner  the  President  will 
leave  London  for  Carlisle,  his  moth- 
er's birthplace,  where  he  will  spend 
Sunday.  This  visit  will  be  without 
ceremony.  From  Carlisle  the  presi- 
dential party  will  proceed  to  Man- 
chester, where  the  President  will  be 
the  guest  of  the  Lord  Mayor.  ■ 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
the  President  to  receive  on  Monday 
the  freedom  of  the  city  of  Manchester. 
It  Is  expected  that  the  President  will 
leave  for  France  on  Tuesday. 

Across  Ctisnaal 

DOVER.  Dec.  21. — When  President 
Wilson  crosses  she  English  Channel 
Thursday  he  will  probably  travel  by 
the  Belgian  mall  steamer  Jan  Brey- 
del,  which  brought  Field  Marshal  Sir 
Douglas  Halg  and  his  generals  back 
to  England.  British  military  and 
naval  escorts  will  be  furnished.  The 
arrangements  for  the  reception  of  the 
President  here  have  not  been  com- 
pleted, but  the  civil  authorities  expect 
to  Join  the  naval  and  military  author- 
ities in  a  great  welcome.  < 

Preliminaries  In  Paris 
PARI8,  Dec.  21. — The  President's 
first  week  In  France  finds  the  pre- 
liminary situation  surrounding  the 
peace  conference  fairly  well  developed 
toward  the  point  where,  according  to 
the  President's  expressed  view,  tt  will 
be  worth  while  for  the  United  States 
to  participate.  The  President's  con- 
ference with  French  and  Italian 
statesmen  have  served  to  emphasise 
that  he  considers  a  treaty  of  peace 
not  enough,  but  that  the  general 
agreement  to  be  sonde  among  the  na- 
tions must  Include  a  satisfactory  set- 
tlement *of  the  question  of  the  free- 
dom of  the  seas  and  a  league  of  na- 
tions. • 

The  President  now  goes  to  England 
to  continue  the  discussions  there  along 
the  same  lines  ss*  those  he  had  with 
the  representatives  of  Franco  aad 
Italy,  which  the  President's  advisers 
describe  ss  having  been  satisfactory.

HAVE  INCREASED 


Cost  of  Living  Branch  Reports 
Enlargement  In  All  Classes*  in 
Cold  Storage  Except  Cheese 
and  Eggs.

The  amount  of  hotter  Is  reported 
at  lf.240,«t6  pounds  of  creamery  and 
l.efT.lfff  of  dairy.  This  amount 
shows  that  the  policy  of  export  to 
Great  Britain  ha*  net  been  over- 
done, and  that  we  can  spare  still 
more  without  causing  as  hi*h  prices 
a*  those  which  now  prevail  la  the 
United  State*.  The  amount  In  store, 
not  counting  new  supplies  coming  in. 
Is  nearly  three  time*  the  amount  re- 
ported by  the  wholesalers  as  their 
sale*  for  consumption  during 
October. 

The  cheese  la  storage  I*  Msl.ttl 
pounds,  which  I*  about  the  same  as 
a  year  ago,  which  I*  enough  for  two 
months'  domestic  sales,  or  ten  days' 
export. 

The  egg*  In  cold  storage  hare  de- 
clined by  about  one-third.  We  are 
safe  In  saying  that  the  decline  would 
be  still  greater  and  our  supplies 
short  were  It  not  for  Imports  of 
Chinese  egga  ■  An  Interesting  fea- 
ture 'in  the  2,«45,154  dosen  frosen 
agg*  on  hand.  The  total  stock  of 
eggs,  on  hand  i*  about  enough  to 
supply  domestic. use  alone  until  early 
in  February,  judging  by  the  con- 
sumption figures  of  October.  Ex- 
ports, Imports  and  production,  how- 
ever, must  also  be  taken  Into  account. 

Oleo   stocks   are    increasing.     The 

amount  on  hand,  however.  Is  less 
than  the  consumption  figures  for  one 
month,  % 

The  stocks  of  meats  In  storage  are 
In  general  greater  than  either  last 
month  or  last  year,  the  only  excep- 
tion being  a  decrease  of  2.41-  per 
cent  In  dry  salted  pork,  a  class  of 
cured  pork  not  very  popular  today. 
The  stocks  of  meat  are  also  large  as 
compared  with  available  consump- 
tion figures.  Domestic  consumption, 
however,  shares  our  supplies  of  meat 
largely  with  our  export  trade  in  the 
case  of  beef  and  pork  products.  This 
Is  not  equally  true  of  mutton,  lamb 
and  poultry,  and  In  the  oase  of  these 
products  the  stocks  on  hand  are  not 
only  large  as  compared  with  avail- 
able figures  of  last  month,  but  are 
large  a*  compared  with  stocks  on 
hand  a  year  ago,  It  1*  natural  that 
poultry  stocks  should  be  greater 
than  a  month  ago,  but,  since  they 
are  nearly  85  per  cent  greater  than 
a  year  ago,  high  prices  are  unjusti- 
fiable. We  also  have  nearly  SI  per 
cent  more  mutton  andvlamb  on  hand 
than  a  year  ago.  These  stocks,  to- 
Ing  for  domestic  consumption,  should 
not  be  held  dor  an  unreasonable 
price.  a 

Fork  stocks  amount  to  41,418,945 
pounds,  or  nearly  II  per  cent  more 
than  a  year  ago.  This  Is  due  to 
large  production  this  year.  It  Is 
noteworthy  that  over  17,000,000 
pounds  of  this  is  still  In  process  of 
being  cured  and  not  yst  ready  for 
market. 

We  have  52.138,467  pounds  of  best 
on  hand,  which  is  II  per  cent  more 
than  last  December.  Of  this  nearly 
41,000,000  pound*  Is  frosen  beef. 
While  these  figures  do  not  point  to 
a  rising  market,  yet  /it  must  he  re- 
membered that  a  large  portion  .of 
these  stocks  must  be  exported  to  feed 
our  Allies  and  pay  our  war  debts, 
and  the  price  Is  governed  by  the 
world  market,  in  which  our  supplies 
play  a  relatively  small  part.

RAILWAY  CREDITS^ 

ARE  STILL  ALLOWED 

VANCOUVER,  Deo.  81.— Resulting 
from  a  conference  held  In  Toronto  on 
Friday  between  representative*  of 
Canadian  railway*  and  Canadian 
manufacturers.  It  was  agreed  by  the 
railways  to  postpone  bringing  into  ef- 
fect the  change  In  the  system  of 
credits  which  was  to  have  become  ef- 
fective at  the  first  of  the  year.  A 
wire  to  this  effect  reached  the  offices 
of  ths  Vancouver  branch  of  the  Man- 
ufacturers' Association  today.  It 
was  also  decided  to  hold  further  con- 
ferences between  now  and  March  1, 
to  which  date  the  change  has  been 
postponed,  and  it  Is  altogether  likely 
certain  changes  will  be  made  In  the 
new  order  so  as  to  work  no  hardships 
upon  shippers,  when  the  order  is  put 
Into  effect. 

The  change  In  the  credits  systems 
operation  on  the  railways  as  announc- 
ed by  the  Railway  Board  means  that 
practice  of  granting  a  short  time  In 
which  to  make  payments  on  consign- 
ments will  be  entirely  abolished,  and 
that  when  forwarding  goods,  shippers 
will  have  to  pay  in  advance,  in  a  sim- 
ilar manner  in  which  ordinary  trans- 
portation Is  purchased  by  passengers.

AMSTERDAM.  Deo.  81.— Speeial 
cable  to  the  Toronto  Mail  and  Em- 
pire—-Maximilian  Harden,  Interviewed 
by  a  Dutch  Journalist,  says  the  cul- 
pability of  the  Bourbons  I*  nothing 
compared  with  "the  scandalous  eon- 
duct  of  the  Hohenaollerna" 

He  wants  the  former  Kaiser  eon- 
damned  for  his  crime,  and  adds  that 
ha  did  not  have  the  help  of  Ood,  but 
of  th*   Devil. 

Regarding  the  inside  situation,  he 
said:  "Germany  needs  better  direc- 
tion— representing  every  party  Until 
the  national  meeting — than  she  has 
•t  present.  Organising  the  Reichs- 
tag's meeting,  which  was  not  recog- 
nised by  the  Social  Democrats,  would 
ha  very  harmful.  We  need  German 
representation  which  will  show  the 
real  situation  to  outsider*. 

"Our  present  enemlea  must  be- 
come oar  partner*.  I  believe  they 
want  a  batter  world.  The  Alllas  say 
they  do  not  want  the  slavery  of  Oor- 
many,  hot  I  shall  believe  that  only 
after  experiment.  A  people  has  a 
tight  to  aa  csnsteneo  which  estab- 
lishes aa  unbreakable  Inside  union."

RIO  DM  JANEIRO.  Dec  81.— Tha 
Chilean  government  he*  completed  ne- 
gotiations with  Holland  whereby  tha 
latter  will  pumhoss  almost  th*  emir* 
lilt  oatps*  of  akrat**  In  Chile.

•  TORONTO.  Dee.  81.  —  Toronto's 
police  strike  is  at  an  sad  and  tha  men 
returned  to  their  beats  at  10:61  this 
evening.  This  was  agreed  to  at  a 
conference  between  the  police  com- 
mission and  the  representative*  of  th* 
men  at  a  late  hour  this  afternoon. 
All  the  questions  at  Issus  are  to  be 
arbitrated  before  a  royal  commission 
to  be  appointed  later,  whose  personnel 
as  yet  is  not  even  hinted  at. 

The  question  or  the  charter  held 
by  the  Police  Union  under  the  Trades 
and  Labor  Congress  of  Canada  U  tem- 
porarily settled  by  the  police  retain- 
ing the  charter,  but  consenting  to 
waive  Its  recognition  by  the  police 
commission.  For  the  present  and 
until  all  matters  in  dispute  have  been 
arbitrated  upon,  the  constable*  un- 
dertake not  to  engage  In  any  sym- 
pathetic strikes. 

Deputy  Chief  Jackson  said  today 
that  two  police  division*  were  more 
fully  manned  now  with  the  aid  of  the 
special  constables  than  they  were  In 
ordinary  times.  He  had  received  a 
number  of  applications  to  gat  on  the 
force  as  specials,  and  some  had  come 
forward  from  Hamilton. 

Matter  of  lavallty 

OTTAWA,  Dec.  81.— Asked  with  re- 
gard to  statements  appearing  in  a  To- 
ronto dispatch  to  the  effect  that  he 
had  wired  the  Hamilton  -police  that 
he  knew  of  no  legal  restraint  pro- 
hibiting the  polios  <rom  affiliating 
with  the  Trades  and  Labor  Congress 
of  Canada,  Hon.  O.  D.  Robertson, 
Minister  of  Labor,  stated  that  he  had 
sent  ,  no  such  wire.  Investigation 
showed  that  on  July  84  bun.  the  then 
Mih  later  of  Labor,  Hon.  T.  W. 
Crothers,  received  a  telegram  from 
H.  Halford,  chairman  of  the  Ontario 
executive  labor  trade  committee,  ask- 
ing whether  the  Labor  Department 
objected  to  the  police  officers  of  Ham- 
ilton, or  elsewhere,  organising  under 
the  Trades  and  Labor  Congress  of 
Canada,  provided  that  there  should 
be  no  recourse  to  a  strike  Without 
first  referring  the  matters  in  dispute 
to  arbitration. 

TO  this  telegram  Mr.  Crothers. 
through  his  deputy,  wired  Mr.  Halford 
that  he  knew  of  no  legal  prohibition 
or  restraint  against  the  polios  organis- 
ing under  the  Trades  and  Labor  Con- 
gress of  Canada,  He  added,  however, 
that  having  no  Jurisdiction,  he  felt 
that  he  should,  offer  no  view  aa  to 
the  advisability  of  the  course  sug- 
gested.

CAN  COPE  WITH 
RECONSTRUCTION 


■ 
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Country  is  in  Good  Position  to 
Re-absorb  Returning  Sol- 
diers and  Give  Employment, 
Says  Hon.  A.  K.  Maclean. 


OTTAWA.  Dec.  SI.— A  high  ton* 
of  optimum  In  regard  to  the  ability 
of  Canada  to  face  the  problem*  pe- 
culiar to  the  period  of  reconstruction 
or  readjustment  was  sounded  this 
afternoon  by  Hon.  A.  K.  Maclean, 
acting;  Minister  of  Trad*  and  Com- 
mence, and  chairman  of  the  recon- 
struction committee  of  the  Dominion 
Government,  speaking  at  the  lunch- 
eon of  the  Canadian  Club  at  the 
Chateau   Laurler. 

Mr.  Maclean  believed  the  only 
problem  Canada  would  have  to  face 
was  .that  in  connection  with  the  de- 
mobilization of  the  army  and  the 
war  workers,  and  their  return  to 
civil  employment,  and  in  this  he  fore- 
saw no  difficulty  If  the  Canadian 
people  approached  It  with  courage 
and  unselfishness. 

A  great  advantage  possessed  by 
Canada,  which  would  stand  her  la 
particularly  good  stead  In  her  pres- 
ent situation,  was  her  ability  to  ex- 
pand and  absorb.  In  the  four  years 
prior  to  the  war,  from  1911  to  1914, 
the  annual  immigration  to  Canada 
had  averaged  3«0,000  persons,  while 
for  the  four  war  years,  up  to  March 
SI,  this  figure  had  dropped  to  9»,ooo 
per  year,  and  that  was  a  high  aver- 
age because  In  the  first  war  year 
the  Immigration  had  been  almost  ,as 
large  as  formerly. 

TjOss  Than  Immigration 
The  estimate  of  the  number  of 
war  workers  who  would  be  deprived 
of  their  employment  as  the  result  of 
the  cessation  of  hostilities  Mr.  Mac- 
«lean  placed  at  200,000,  while  the 
Canadian  army  in  France  and  Eng- 
land numbered  276,000.  The  absorp- 
tion of  these  forces  should  present 
no  difficulties  to  a  country  which 
under  ordinary  conditions  had  been 
able  to  care  for  300,000  Immigrants 
per  year.  Another  feature  which 
would  tend  to  remove  difficulty  on 
this  score  was  the  fact  that  prior  to 
the  war  a  very  large  proportion  of 
the  soldiers  and  war  workers  formed 
a  part  of  the  Canadian  civil  life  and 
would  merely  revert  to  former  occu- 
pations. They  had  friends  here,  and 
were  acquainted  with  Canadian  con- 
ditions, so  the  problem  of  absorbing 
them  was  not  oven  as  serious  as  that 
of  caring  for  the  immigrants. 

Recent  questionnaires  addressed  by 
the  Department  of  Labor  to  Cana- 
dian firms  employing  100  or  more 
workmen  or  workwomen  brought  re- 
plies from  3,068  such  firms,  and 
showed  that  since  the  signing  of  the 
armistice,  November  11,  to  bast  week, 
the  number  of  dismissals  of  employees 
was  but  7,185  males  and  106  females 
— less  than  two  for  each  firm.  If  Can- 
ada had  a  problem  of  the  unem- 
ployed to  face  it  would  be  confined 
to  some  of  the  large  centres,  but  in 
the  country  in  general  he  did  not  an- 
ticipate difficulty.  There  would,  of 
course,  be  some  embarrassment  in 
some  localities  due  to  a  difficulty  in 
obtaining  shipping  to  carry  products 
to  Europe,  but  this  would  be  offset 
by  developments  In  other  lines.  The 
Canadian  railways  wars  ready  to  ab- 
sorb 20,000  workmen,  and  industrial 
expansion  in  lines  whioh  toad  been 
dormant  would  prove  a  great  factor  In 
solving  the  problems  of  readjustment. 
In  this  connection  he  referred  partic- 
ularly to  the  building  trade,  which 
had  been  practically  Idle  sines  the 
outbreak  of  the  war.  If  deferred  con- 
struction programmes  were  carried  on 
in  thirty-five  of  the  leading  Canadian 
cities  on  a  pre-war  scale,  it  would 
mean  a  volume  of  business  approxi- 
mating $700,000,000,  and  If  the  same 
ratio  was  applied  to  all  Canada  that 
estimate  could  easily  be  doubled. 
Matter  of  Readjustment 

In  short,  he  felt  that  Canada  toad 
no  reconstruction  problem  at  all. 
Rather  it  was  a  question  of  readjust- 
ment. Embarrassments  would  be 
presented  In  the  first  phase  of  peace 
as  In  the  first  phases  of  war,  but  the 
basic  industries  of  Canada  had  not 
been  interfered  with;  the  demand  for 
the  products  of  our  farms,  mines,  for- 
ests and  fisheries  would  be  as  great  as 
ejver:  Canadian  industries  had  been 
unimpaired;  Canadian  railways  had 
not  been  affected  and  the  loss  to  Can- 
adian shipping  was  already  more  than 
offset  by  the  new  construction,  while 
the  completion  of  the  Government's 
shipbuilding  programme  would  give 
to  the  country  260,000  tons  of  steam 
shipping  in  excess  of  pre-war  own- 
ings. 

Predictions  of  depression  could 
easily  be  found,  but  his  own  opinion 
was  that  within  a  very  few  months 
Canada  would  enter  upon  a  period  of 
expansion  greater  than  any  In  her 
history.  The  rate  of  wages  paid 
would  always  bear  relation  to  com-  4 
modlty  cost,  and  if  declines  came 
they  would  come  in  cost  of  living  as 
well  as  in  earnings.  The  only  need 
to  bring  success  In  the  readjustment 
period  was.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
speaker,  courage  and  unselfishness. 

Sir  Henry  Drayton,  president  of  the 
Canadian  Club,  occupied  the  chair, 
while  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler,  Hon.  N.  W. 
Rowell  and  Hon.  F.  B.  McCurdy  were 
among  those  who  listened  with  inter- 
est to  the  address. 

U.  S.  RESTRICTING 

LABOR  IMPORTATION 


WASHINGTON,  Dec.  Si. — No  more 
permits  for  the  importation  of  Mexi- 
can and  West  Indian  labor  win  bo 
granted,  the  Department  of  Labor 
announced  today,  and  permits  al- 
ready granted  will  be  void  after  Jan- 
uary 16.  Aliens  permitted  to  enter 
temporarily  for  war  work  -  will  be 
repatriated  gradually. 

The  admission  of  semi-skilled  la- 
borers from  Canada  will  be  discon- 
tinued, but  present  arrangements, 
whereby  skilled  laborers  are  admitted 
only  whan  they  cannot  be  employed 
in  their  own  country,  and  when  these 
countries  have  given  consent  to  their 
departure,  will  be  continues  for  the 
present.

It  Is  • 
sheer  impossibility  to  print  ell  the 
matter  that'  has  reached  this  office 
during  the  pest  few  weeks,  with  the 
result  a  selection  has  had  to  be  made, 
and.  In  this,  care  has  been  taken  to 
choose  such  letters  for  publication  as 
deal  with  matters  now  before  the 
public.

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DUTY 

In  |fli*the'  projects  being  put  for- 
ward fcd  deal  with  the  period  of  re- 
construction in  this  country  we  note 
none  t>at  relates  to  the,  physical  well 
being  -ft  the  neijlon/>rij£the  *r*4tea- 
tlon.  a*  far  as  is'  humanly  possible,  of 
disease  that  weakens  the  vitality  of 
a  race.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
Spanish  influenza  epidemic  has  cost 
the  world  already  3,000,000  Uvea  de- 
spite the  lesson  of  similar  world-wide 
visitations  In  1808,  1181,  1*17,.  1847 
and  1890.  It  Is  knows  that  the  virus 
of  lnfluensa  Is  a  living  organism,  cap- 
able of  transference  from  person  to 
person,  hut  the  nature  of  the  -virus 
Is  still  uncertain.  Doctors  point  out 
that  the  Infection  is  conveyed  from 
the  slok  to  the  healthy  by  the  secre- 
tions of  the  respiratory  surfaces.  In 
coughing,  sneesing,  and  even  In  loud 
talking,  these  are  transmitted  through 
the  air  for  considerable  distances  In 
the  form  of  a  fine  spray,  and  the 
channels  of  reception  are  usually  the 
nose  and  throat.  It  Is  because  of  this 
and  because  carefulness  decreases 
morbidity  and  mortality  that  the  pub- 
lic are  instructed  In  measures  of  per- 
sonal prophylaxis  so '  that  infection 
can  be  avoided.  But  what  we  have 
vet  out  to  say  la  that  while  such  pre-' 
ventlvee  are  desirable  it  la  the  larg- 
er question  of  the  administration  of, 
public  health,  whereby  the  nation  as 
a  whole  la  instructed  to  safeguard  its 
vitality  .that -will  have  to  be  placed  on 
a  different  basis  If  there  is  to  be  great - 
•r  freedom  from  epidemics  In  the 
future. 

The  plague  now  called  Spanish  in- 
fluenza has  been  known  to  medical 
science  for  over  a  century,  but  the 
primary  cause  of  the  disease  remains 
a  mystery  and  no  form  of  inoculation 
can  be  guaranteed  to  insure  protec- 
tion. Nor  la  it  known  how  the  dis- 
ease gets  a  start,  and  having  once 
commenced,  spreads  around  the 
world.  The  plague  has  done  one  good 
thing,  in  conjugation  with  the  .war, 
in  that  it  has  awakened  interest  In 
scientific  work  and  Increased  recogni- 
tion of  the  value  of  medical  research. 
But  the  problem  la  to  turn  this  to  use. 
When  the  present  epidemic  disap- 
pears there  la  a  likelihood  the  public 
sill  relapse  Into  the  former  lethargic 
state  regarding  health  conditions.  The 
policy  of  medical  research  and  sweep- 
ing health  precautions  should  be  in 
the  hande  of  the  state  aa  it  win  be 
In  the  future  anywhere  that  states- 
men recognise  the  duty  they  owe  to 
posterity.  There  are  measures  that 
ceald  he  adopted  la  this  country  to- 
lay  that  would  prevent  thousands  of 
aees  of  ntnaasis  and  aave  thousands 
■T  preeleoa  lives.  Physicians  should 
se  compelled  to  study  health  in  rela- 
tion to  national  well  being.  So  as  to 
understand  the  roaotldp*  of  the  body 
doe  to  oondlUoae  arising  out  of  the 
war.  The  State  eheeJd  institute  such 
>  recent  Ions  as  will  prevent  the  re- 
eerrene*  of  an  Inflnsism  plague  aa  far 
a*  Abet  I*  possible,  while  el  the  same 
UN    iJneasjV     brains 


TnlT  money -fr- 
aud then  eradicating  the  condition* 
which  make  such  a  eseeaee  epidemic 
That  Is  only  ens  .aspect  of  the 
health  situation.  There  are  a  score  of 
other  preventtble  diseases,  suoh  es 
tuberculosis,  in  which  governmental 
supervision  could  appreciably  cut 
down  the  death  rate.  What  govern- 
ments have  got  to  reoognhte  is  what 
physicians  have  recognised  long  ago, 
namely,  that  disease,  In  the  majority 
of  Instances,  Is  a  deviation  from 
health  not  a  separate  entity.  When 
they  come  to  this  realisation  they 
will  understand  their  prime  duty 
should  be  to  keep  the  nation  healthy, 
for  by  doing;  so  they  are  protecting 
the  country's  greatest  resource.  Span- 
ish influenza,  with  Its  fatal  results, 
has  shown  in  this  country,  and  else- 
where as  well,  that  we  only  prepare 
to  meet  the  enemy  when'  he  is  within 
our  gates.  Preparedness  In  health  la 
every  whit  as  Important  ee  prepared- 
ness when  war  breaks  out,  for  the 
greater  the .  unpreparedness  the  wider 
the  range  of  casualties  If  the  indi- 
vidual cannot  be  taught  to  realise  his 
/duty  towards  the  community  aa  a 
whole  in  the  matter  of  health  pre- 
cautions (hen  the  state  should  step 
In  and  enforce  such  regulations*  ae  will 
Insure  national  vitality.  In  the  homes, 
as  well  as  In  the  factories,  there 
should  be  well  ventilated,  airy  rooms 
Chilling  of  the  body  surface  should 
be  prevented  by  wearing  warm/  cloth- 
ing out  of  doors.  How  many  of  our 
women  folk  In  this  country  dally. 
through  Summer  and  Winter,  wear 
blouses  wide  open  at  the  neck,  and 
how  much  of  this  disregard  for  the 
most  simple  of  health  precautions  la 
responsible  for  the  mortality  la  our 
midst  and  of  female  susceptibility  to 
disease?  There  are  no  statistics  on 
this  subject. 

Medical  health  officers  during  the 
Spanish  influenza ,  epidemic  have  is- 
sued broadcast  specific  details  of  the 
precautions  that  should  be  taken  to 
avoid  the  disease  and*  what  should 
be  done  once  it  is  contracted.  Their 
duties  should,  be  equally  embracing 
at  a  time  when  no  epidemic  exists. 
They  should  be  .empowered  by  the 
state  to  enforce  such  health  regula- 
tions as  will  bar  Up  all  possible  Inlets 
whereby  disease  may  creep  into  a 
community.  Time  and  again  we  have 
pointed  to  the  desirability  of  a  Min- 
istry of  Health.  If  it  costs  the  coun- 
try $10,000,000  a  year  It  would  be 
cheap  If  It  were  the  means  of  saving 
the  lives  of  10,000  potential  citizens. 
Canada  Is  only  in  the  primary  stages 
of  her  work  In  combatting  tubercu- 
losis alone,  not  to  mention  the  score 
of  other  preventlble  diseases  that, 
blot  out  so  many  Uvea  each  year.  In 
the  period  of  reconstruction  there  la 
no  more  Important  duty,  aa  far  aa  the 
tuture  of  the  race  la  concerned,  than 
'to  promote  vitality.  Disease  can 
victims  *«  afa '  the'Hrars  In  history, 
count  In  its  toll  many  times  the  added 
and  disease.  Uke  war,  Is  preventlble.

%t  the  League  of  Nations  Is  de- 
signed as  a  tremendous  moral  force 
It  will  succeed,  and  we  believe  that 
In  proposing  his  Ideal  President  Wil- 
son has  -  no  ether  thought,  in  his 
heart.  That  ideal  should  dominate 
the  Peace  Conference.  The  campaign 
of  education  that  will  accompany  It 
ahould  spread  into  every  quarter1  of 
the  earth.  A  League  of  Nations  and 
open  diplomacy,  tor  which  Lord 
Northrflffe  had  pleaded  With  such 
Vigor,  go  hand  In  hand,  for  One  la  Im- 
possible without  the  qther.  President 
Wilson  has  already  set  his  mark  on 
the  future  policies  of  Europe.  The 
world  will  hope  he  will  let  nothing 
turn  him  from  the  goal  he  has'  in 
view.

VANCOUVER,  Deo.  21.— For  some 
time  past  many  exaggerated  stories 
have  been  going  the  rounds  In  con- 
nection with  the  terrible  havoc  which 
the  Spanish  influenza  has  worked 
among  the  Indiana.  Stories  of  whole 
settlements  having  been  wiped  out 
by  the  plague  have  been  current,  and 
it  comes  as  a  decided  relief  to  know 
that  the  Indiana,  as  a  whole,  have 
not  really  suffered  any  more  than  the 
white  men.  They  have  not  been 
neglected,  and  everything  possible  has 
been  done  tor  their  welfare,  and  those 
who  have  been  responsible  for  their 
health  ha/e  worked  quietly  and  he- 
roically. 

With  the  exception  of  Pemberton 
Meadows  and  Coqultlam,  the  Froser 
Valley  Indians  have  got  off  fairly 
lightly,  and  It  is  curious  that  these 
particular  Indians  had  the  most  at- 
tention and  a  hospital  to  go  to. 

At  Pemberton  Meadows,  Mr.  Grant, 
tho  Dominion  constable,  has  tirelessly 
and  fearlersly  nursed  the  entire  band 
through  a  very  terrible  time.  The 
last  report  showed  200  cases  of  in- 
fluenza and  40  deaths.  It  was  hard 
at  first  to  ret  the  Indians  to  recog- 
nise that  they  must  not  congregate, 
and  the  band  would  collect  around  a 
sick  man,  gathering  closer  and  closer 
as  he  came  nearer  death's  door.  They 
now  realise  that  It  Is  a  plague,  and 
follow  all  instructions   implicitly. 

At  Coqultlam.  with  '  a  hospital 
handy,  there  were  35  cases  and  five 
deaths. 

Most  of  the  bands  have  field  ma- 
trons, usually  the  wives  of  teachers, 
who  are  acting  as  nurses  and  doing 
very  good  work.  The  old  Indians 
are  not  suffering,  and  are  working 
steadily.  . 

Peter  Byrne,  the  Indian  Agent  at 
New  Westminster,  personally  char- 
tered a  boat  and;  took  medicines  and 
medical  comforts  to  the  Sechelt  In- 
dians, nursing  ISO  patients  himself. 

Of  all  the  Indians  belonging  to  the 
New  Westminster  agency,  there  was 
not  a  single,  tribe  whloh  did  not  re- 
ceive medical  and  nursing  attention. 
The  Indians  are  most. deeply  religious, 
and  are  not  complaining.  It  is  the 
will  of  God,  and  that  is  an  all-suffi- 
cient reason,  but  in  one  case,  an  old 
Indian  remarked  that  "flu"  was  just 
another  curse  brought  upon  them  by 
the  sins  of  the  white  man.  "They 
bad  suffered  many  such  plagues  since 
the '.white  man  came."

40  •  cases,  - 1  death;  Semiah- 
moo,  20  cases,  1  death;  Langley,  « 
cases,  2  deaths;  Hatslo,  25  eases,  1 
death;  Matsqul.  20  cases,  1  death; 
Sumas  Lakahalmen,  25  cases,  1  death; 
Harrison  River,  120  cases,  1  death; 
Douglas  and  Skookumchuck,  60  cases, 
2  deaths;  Chilllwack.  125  oases  and  7 
deaths. 

FRANCE  RECOGNIZES 
JOTHSRITY  OR  SYRIA 

NEW  YORK.  Dec.  21. — Assurance 
that  the  French  Government  will 
maintain  the  geographical  Integrity 
of  Syria  was  given  the  North  Amer- 
ican section  of  the  Syrian-Lebanon 
League  by  Stephen  Plchon,  French 
Foreign  Minister,  in  a  cable  message 
sent  today  to  the  French  consulate 
in  this  city.    The  message  says: 

"Assure  them  that  the  Government 
of  the  French  Republic  Is  decided  to 
respect  the  autonomy  of  the  free  gov- 
ernment that  will  be  regularly  con- 
stituted In  Syria,  and  as  to  Damas- 
cus, the  great  city,  it  will  not  be  sep- 
arated from  Syria,  but  will  continue 
to  be  a  part  of  It,  thus  maintaining 
the  integrity  of  the  country." 

ALL  BOHEMIA  HELD 

BY  CZECHOSLOVAKS 

PRAGUE,  Dee.  11.— With  the  oc- 
cupation of  .Eger  and  Relchenberg, 
the  Csecho-Slovaks  seem  to  have  all  of 
German  Bohemia  completely  cut  off 
from  German-Austria. 

German  Bohemia  Is  unable  to  re- 
sist, since  the  Austrian  army  does  not 
exist.  Austria  is  the  only  country  the 
power  of  which  has  been  demobilised, 
if  this  term  is  applicable  to  the  dis- 
ordered scattering  of  returning 
troops.  The  Cseeho-ftlovalcs,  on  the 
other  hand,  have  kept  their  forces  in- 
tact, and  have  even  mobilised  a  new 
class  of  recruits. 

Eger  Is  a  Bohemian  town  22  miles 
west  of  Prague.  It  is  bulR  en  a 
steep  mountain,  and  was  formerly  an 
important  fortress.  Relchenberg  la 
ft  miles  northeast  of  Prague.

Ghastly  State  of  Affairs  Found 
to  Prevail  Among  Poor  Peo- 
ple.of  New  York's  East  Side 
— Relief  Movement. 


NEW  YORK.  Dec.  21.— Aroused  by 
reports  that  with  Christmas  approach- 
ing. East  side  children  are  'fainting 
In  schoolrooms  and  dying  at  home 
from  hunger"  because  their  parents 
cannot  pay  the  prevailing  high  prices 
for  milk  and  staple  foods,  representa- 
tive citizens  today  organized  a  com- 
mittee to  feed  them  first  and  Investi- 
gate afterwards.  ' 

A  plea  that  something  be  done  for 
her  pupils,  who  were  "slowly  starving 
to  death,"  was  made  recently  by  a 
teacher  to  Joshua  A.  Markus,  a  bank- 
er, who  now  heads  the  relief  organisa- 
tion. Mr.  Markus  himself  visited 
schools,  hospitals  and  tenements,  and 
today  Issued  a  statement  dealing  with 
conditions  on  the  Bast  side. 

One  settlement,  he  said,  has  the 
names  of  160  babies  who,  recovering 
from  Influenza,  now  face  death  from 
pneumonia  because  their  parents  can- 
not buy  milk  needed  to  restore  them 
to  health.  Every  hospital  in  the  dis- 
trict, he  continued,  knows  of  hun- 
dreds more  underfed  children,  many 
of  whom  are  physically  unable  to  con> 
tinue  their,  studies.  Of  his  visit  to  one 
school  he  said: 

"In  one  room  there  were  22  chil- 
dren. A  ragman  would  not  have  paid 
five  cents  for  all  the  clothing  they 
wore.  Many  had  no  under-garments, 
and  those  who  did  could  hardly  call 
them  by  that  name.  Many  were  with- 
out shoes,  and  others  had  heel-less 
and  sole-less  ones. 

1We  learned  that  most  of  them 
came  there  without  any  breakfast. 
Some  kind  people  were  giving  the 
teacher  a  little  money  every  week, 
and  with  that  she  purchased  some 
milk  and  cereals,  preparing  gruel  over 
a  small  stove  In  the  room.  She  said 
that  with  the  high  cost  of  milk  now 
she  was  not  able  to  buy  much,  and 
that  several  of  the  children  had 
fainted  right  there  in  the  class  room. 
Others  were  too  weak  to  leave  home, 
and  died  there. 

"Malnutrition  was  the  cause — star- 
vation."

BY  AIR  FEASIBLE 

LONDON,'  Dec.  21.— Canadian 
Press  dispatch  via  Renter's) — Lord 
Weir.  Minister  of  Air.  In  a  speech 
at  Manchester  said  we  have  now  sub- 
stantial numbers  of  airplanes  and 
seaplanes  able  to  carry  seven  of  a 
crew  and  thirty  passengers  without 
stopping  at  a  speed  of  100  miles  an 
hour.  He  suggested  that  big  ship- 
ping and  other  transport  organisa- 
tions should  actively  Interest  them- 
selves In  the  development  of  com- 
mercial aviation,  and  when  peace  is 
signed  the  state  should  sell  Its  super- 
fluous airplanes  suitable  for  conver- 
sion to  commercial  uses  to  Arms 
cheaply.

Sapper  Locke  left  here  with  the 
Canadian  Engineers  and  '  has  been 
continuously  at  the  front  since. 

Another  son,  Pte.  James  E.  Locke, 
who  left  as  a  member  of  the  Inland 
Water  Transport,  has  been  engaged 
In  various  parts  of  Macedonia  with 
headquarters  at  Salonica.  A  letter 
received  by  his  mother  from  him 
under  date  of  November  12  contains 
the  following: 

"I  have  received  today  a  Colonist 
and  times,  presumably  from  you.  I' 
found  the  news  quite  Interesting. 
Victoria  Is  at  last  awaking  from  her 
slumbers.  There  seems  to  be  more 
activity  In  the  commercial  and  Indus- 
trial lines,  and  the  prospects  look 
much  brighter  for  the  home-coming 
soldiers.  A  few  days  ago  one  of  our 
corporals  was  married  to  a  Greek 
girl.  She  was  at  Paris  attending 
university,  was  returning  bomb  whan 
war  broke  out  and  was  forced  to 
land  at  Athena.  Her  home  la  in 
Turkey.  She  haa  been  separated 
from  her  folks  ever  since.  At  Athens 
she  volunteered  as  a  nu.ae  and  was 
sent  to  Salonica  to  serve  in  the  hos- 
pitals. 

"Peace  reigns  again  and  has  glad- 
dened the  hearts  of  many  a  mother. 
I  know  how  glad  you  must  be,  as  I 
know  how  much  you  worry.  It  will 
not  be  a  great  time  before  Fred  will 
be  with  you  again.  At  one  o'clock 
yesterday  afternoon  (eleven  a.m. 
French  time)  the  boats  blew  their 
whistles  to  tell  us  that  hostilities  had 
ceased.  The  boys  are  now  wonder- 
ing how  long  It  will  be  before  they 
are  homeward  bound.

CHAPLJBAU,  Ont,  Dee.  SI.— Fire 
yesterday  totally  destroyed  the  Rom- 
an Catholic  Church,  the  largest 
church  la  this  town.  The  loss  was 
M.000.  partially  covered  by  Insur- 
ance.

While  not  as  yet  prepared  to  an- 
nounce exact  dates.  Premier  Oliver 
yesterday  stated  that  it  Is  the  Inten- 
tion of  the  Government  to  hold  the 
by-elections  In  the  Provincial  ridings 
of  Alberni  and  Cowichan  before  the 
forthcoming  session  of  the.  Legisla- 
ture, so  that '  the  members-elect  may 
take  their  seats  at  the  sitting. 

Just  when  the  session  will  convene 
the  Premier  was  unable  to  say,  but 
he  stated  that  this  decision  would 
probably  be  reached  tomorrow  or 
Tuesday,  by  which  time  Hon.  J.  H. 
King,  Minister  of  Public  Works;  Hon. 
William  Sloan,  Minister  of  Mines,  and 
Attorney-General  Karris,  who  are  at 
present  out  of  the  city,  will  be  back. 

It  has  been  the  general  understand- 
ing that  the  House  would  meet  about 
the  middle  of  next  month.  It  may 
be,  however,  that  the  data  for  the  as- 
sembling of  the  Legislature  will  be 
postponed  somewhat,  probably  to 
about  February  1.  This  slight  delay 
would  permit  of  the  Government  be- 
ing better  prepared  for.  the  session. 
There  Is  a  considerable  amount  of  im- 
portant legislation  to  be  brought 
down,  especially  that,  affecting  a 
grazing  policy,  that  to  permit  the 
Province  to  carry  into  effect  the 
housing  plans  as  formulated  by  the 
Federal  Government,  and  more  leg- 
islation affecting  the  Government's 
returned  soldier  policy. 

So  far  there  is  in  the  field  a  soldier 
candidate  In  each  riding,  Major 
Richard  J.  Burde,  M.C., .  to  Alberni, 
and  Major  F.  B.  Edwards,  in  the 
Cowichan  riding,  both  endorsed  by 
the  returned  soldiers'  organizations 
and  both  running  entirely  independ- 
ent of  party  affiliations.  The  two  po- 
litical parties  as  yet  have  not  brought 
candidates  Into  the  field  nor  decided 
upon  what  course  they  will  take  to 
respect  of  the  contests.  A  Conserva- 
tive convention  was  recently  held  at 
Port  Alberni,  but  Its  sessions  were  ad- 
journed until  such  time  as  a  definite 
announcement  respecting  the  by-elec- 
tion in  that  district  was  forthcoming.

Service  Organizations  Will  Seek  Con- 
ference on  Question  of  Returned 
Men. 

A  conference  with.  Premier  Oliver 
for  the  purpose  of  going,  fully  into 
the  whole  question  of  employment 
for  returned  men,  and  especially  to 
Improve  the  present  machinery  pro- 
vided, by  the  Returned  Soldiers'  Em- 
ployment committee,  was  decided 
upon  at  yesterday's  meeting  between 
members  of  the  committee  and  dele-

BODY  OF  WOMAN  FOUND 
FLOATING  IN  STRAITS 


Mrs,  Ralph  Disappeared  From 
Aged  Woman's  Home  on 
Friday—Had  Been  Despond- 
ent Since  Husband's  Death. 


The  mystery  surrounding-  the  die. 
appearance  of  Mrs.  Ralph  from  the 
Aged  Women's  Home  on  Friday  af- 
ternoon after  luncheon  was  solved 
yesterday  at  noon,  when  her  body  was 
found  floating  In  the  water  at  the  foot 
of  Moss  Street  by  two  small  children 
playing  on  the  beach.  The  police 
were  notified  by  Mrs.  Toung,  a  resi- 
dent of  that  section,  and  Constables 
Wood  and  Palmer  recovered  the  body 
and  had  It  taken  to  Thomson's  funeral 
establishment. 

A  note  was  left  by  Mrs.  Ralph  at 
the  Home,  in  which  she  wrote.  "I  am 
very  tired."  Taken  in  conjunction 
with  her  demeanor  while  at  the  In- 
stitution, lead  the  authorities  to  be- 
lieve thai  she  took  her  own  life  by 
throwing  herself  in  the  water.  She 
had  been  despondent  since  the  death 
of  her  husband  on  October  It   last.

had  decided  to  go  to  the  Home.  From 
the  condition  of  the  body  it  Is  be- 
lieved it  had  been  in  the  water  over 
twelve   hours. 

On  Friday  evening,  when  Mrs. 
Ralph  had  not  returned  to  the  Home, 
the  police  were  notified,  a  description 
of  her  being  given,  but  until  the  body 
was  found  yesterday  no  trace  of  the 
old  lady  was  discovered. 

The  late  Mrs.  Ralph  was  born  on 
October  6,  1846,  at  Helston.  Cornwall, 
England,  but  until  her  leaving  Eng- 
land for  Canada  she  had  spent  most 
of  her  life  at  Falmouth.  8o  far  as  is 
known,  she  leaves  a  nephew,  Mr.  J. 
Pappen,  residing  at  Lincoln.  Neb.,  and 
a  niece,  Miss  Ralph  Thomas,  in 
Luzerne  County.  Pennsylvania.  While 
an  Inmate  of  the  Aged  Women's  Home, 
she  was  not  in  any  way  In  indigent 
circumstances.  Besides  a  residence  on 
Pembroke  Street,  she  had  a  substan- 
tial sum  of  money  In  two  banks  hi  the 
city.  It  is  probable  that  an  Inquest 
will  be  held.

Sergt.  William  McVle,  son  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Samuel  McVle.  402  Michigan 
Street,  has  been  awarded  the  Military 
Medal.  The  decoration  has  been 
earned  after  four  yean'  service,  and 
warn  presented  on  November  11,  the 
day.  the  armistice  was  signed. 

"We  are  being  Inspected  this  after- 
noon by  General  Currle,  and  that 
means  I  have  very  little  time  to  tell 
anything,"  he  wrote  on  November  11. 
"I  have  a  little  new*  for  you.  Last 
night  when  I  was  on  staff  parade  the 
R.  8.  N.  shook  hands  with  me,  and 
congratulated  me  for  getting  the 
Military  Medal,  and  I  am  wearing  It 
now." 

Bergt.  McVle  and  tnree  brothers, 
Robert,  Samuel  and  James,  went 
overseas  together  with  the  first  draft 
from  the  88th  Fusiliers,  August  28. 
1914.  Three  reached  France  with 
the  7th  Battalion  and  one  with  the 
R.  C  R.'s,  the  three  remaining  In  the 
same  unit  to  the  end  of  the  war 
through  a  period  of  over  four  years. 
One,  Robert,  is  in  England  with  a 
shattered  arm,  which  he  had  injured 
in  the  Battle  of  Tpres.  Sergt.  William 
McVle,  who  has  won  the  Military 
Medal,  has  been  wounded  five  times, 
always  succeeding  In  getting  back  to 
the  fighting  line  In  time  to  take  part 
in  the  next  big  action. 

He  has  many  friends  here,  having 
spent  about  six  years  In  the  city  be- 
fore the  war  broke  out  He  learned 
the  stonecutting  trade  here,  after- 
wards going  to  Vancouver  and  enter- 
ing the  employ  of  the  I,eekie  Boot 
Company,  which  he  left  to  come  over 
to  Victoria  in  order  to  volunteer  for 
active  service.  He  passed  as  warrant 
officer  at  work  Point  Barracks,  taking 
high  honors.  He  was  a  good  rifle  shot, 
and  will  be  well  remembered  in  both 
Victoria  and  Vancouver  for  his  prow- 
ess in  this  connection. 

The  father  went  overseas  with  the 
67th   Battalion,    in    March,    1916.    and 
after  eleven  months'  service  in  Kng- 
turned  as  being  over  age.

The  youngest  brother,  Thomas, 
aged  seventeen,  has  Just  returned 
home  from  Vancouver,  ■  after  two 
years'  and  seven  months'  home  ser- 
vice.

Johnson  Street  Bridge 

SI*" — I  note  in  your  Issue  of  17th 
Inst,  editorial  concerning  Johnson 
Street  Bridge. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  none  of  the 
aldermen,  either  present  or  future, 
will  permit  themselves  to  be  stam- 
peded by  any  of  your  editorials  upon 
this  subject. 

The  bridge  problem  is  proceeding 
more  satisfactorily  than  at  any  time 
in  the  past.  Different  points  you  re- 
fer to  concerning  Canadian  Northern 
Railway,  Dominion  Government,  eta, 
are  not  being  overlooked. 

For  the  Information  of  the  public, 
the  existing  situation  with  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway  is  that-  when 
Lord  Shaughnessy  was  here  last 
Summer  he,  after  admitting,  the  pun. 
lie's  rights  under  the  order-in-council 
of  26th  August,. 1887,  with  every  ap- 
pearance of  sincerity,  promised  Pre- 
mier Oliver  and  myself  that  a  mu- 
tually satisfactory  solution  .  of  this 
problem  would  be  arrived  at. 

Subsequently  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  sent  here  from  Montreal  Mr. 
P.  B.  Motley,  their  engineer  of 
bridges.  Mr.  Motley  Investigated  the 
whole  matter  upon  the  ground  and 
obtained  copies  of  various  plans,  let- 
ters and  memoranda. 

Upon  18th  November  I  wrote  Mr. 
Motley  expressing  the  hope  that  we 
would  soon  hear  from  him.  and  ask- 
ing if  there  were  any  points  upon 
which  he  would  like  further  infor- 
mation. 

To  this  letter  Mr.  Motley  replied  on 
27th  November  stating  that  as  far  as 
he  could  see  there  was  no  further 
Information  required,  and  .that .  "The 
matter  is  under  consideration  by  the 
management  and  doubtless  you  will 
bear  from  them  upon  the  subject." 

No  further  communication  from 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  has 
since  been 'received.

error  that  we  are  asking;  you  for  cor- 
rection. Miss  Work  has  elther\been 
grievously  misinformed  or  gained  a 
complete  misapprehension  at  the  time 
she  waa  shown  through  the  home. 

Rosemary  is  In  no  sense  a  refuge 
for  the  unfortunate  of  society,  an  In- 
stitution, or  a  house  of  charity.  It  Is 
a  c.lub  horns,  having  for  Its  patrons 
and  patronesses  various  prominent 
men  and~women  of  the  city  who  acted 
as  sponsors  for  Its  Inception  and  are 
so  acting  for  Its  continuance. 


Its  whole  purpose,  however,  Is  to 
as  a  clubhouse  for  girls  of 
fairly  low  wage  who  may  And  within 
its  walls  ths  protection  and  .quiet  of 
homelike  conditions.  Theee  girls  are 
self-supporting,  are  ip  no  sense  main- 
tained by  ths  charity  of  others,  and 
are  certainly  voluntary  residents.

OF  DESERT  WARFARE 


Pte.  Ben  Grossman,  Formerly 
Associated  With  the  Stude- 
baker  People  Here,  Had 
Thrilling  Experiences*. 


Quit*  a  new  chapter  In  his  axparl- 
•s  an  expert  motorist  cam*  to 
Pte.  Ban  Grossmsn.  recently  returned 
4o  Victoria  after  three  year*  orsr- 
■  ft  tit,  when  ha  entered  the  LUfht  Car 
Patrol*  and  Armored  Car  Service  and 
went  out  to  Egypt.  The  story  of  hie 
ahare  In  the  Incident*  of  warfare  with 
a  native  Arab  tribe,  armed  and 
•quipped  by  the  Turke  to  do  what 
they  could  In  harassing  and  annoy - 
in*-  the  British  and  aiding  the  enemy, 
may  not  figure  largely  In  the  official 
reports,  bat  as  a  picturesque  and  Im- 
portant backwater  of  the  war  it 
makes  good  reading  and  win*  high 
praise  for  the  gallant  men  who  with- 
stood the  equatorial  heat  and  inter- 
minable sand  of  the  Libyan  desert  In 
the  great  cause. 

Alexandria  was  the  base  of  this  ex- 
pedition, carried  forward  by  the 
Duke  of  Westminster's  armored  cars. 
From  Alexandria  they  pushed  up  to 
Balum,  which  the  enemy  occupied 
until  driven  *out  by  the  British  in  th* 
middle  of  19M-  Retreating  back  Into 
th*  desert,  thl*  fo*  w**  pursued  by 
the  armored  cars,'  and  on*  of  th* 
principal  achievement*  In  this  con- 
nection wa*  th*  recovery  of  ninety 
of  th*  craw  of  th*  Tatar*,  .  *unk  In 
Balum  Bay  while  th*  Arab  tribe,  th* 
Bennousl,  were  still  In  occupation 
there.  Th*  prisoners  had  been  T*ry 
.badly  treated,  and  many  of  them 
died    before    the    captive*    war*    r*a- 

cued. 

Desert  Robber* 

The  Bennousl  war*  *  troubl**om* 
tribe  of  des*rt  robb*r*  equipped  by 
th*  Turks,  numbering  between  right 
and  tw*lv*  thousand  man,  nil  w*ll 
armed,  and  provided  with  camels  and 
mules  tht  best  mean*  of  transporta- 
tion In  tb*  desert.  Th*  armored  oar 
patrol  which  was  sent  In  their  pur- 
suit numbered  only  four  armored  car 
batteries  and  four  light  patrol*.  Th* 
engagements  In  which  the  enemy  and 
the  British  m*t  were  at  Intermittent 
interval*.  Pte.  Grossman  himself  wa* 
In  three  engagements  on  th*  desert, 
in  the  first  of  the**  his  patrol  having 
to  meet  th*  whole  of  th*  Bennousl 
army  In  the  Oherba  Pa-  In  th*  Lib- 
van  Desert. 

"We  drov*  them  out  of  there  on 
February  8,  1817,  «P  toward  Biwa. 
thence  to  their  holy  city,  J*robob. 
whare,  because  of  an  ancient  treaty 
which  Britain  had  made,  w*  were  not 
allowed  to  follow  them,"  said  Pt*. 
Grossman.  Some  plctur**  of  thl* 
ancient  city  of  Slwa  which  dates  back 
to  th*  early  Pharaoh*,  according  to 
popular  report,  were  brought  home 
by  the  soldier,  and  are  photographic 
evidence  of  the  primitlveness  of  the 
people  and  the  age  of  their  habita- 
tion. 

Surprise  Encounter 

It  was  on  September  10  last  year 
that  the  patrol  to  which  Pte.  Gross- 
men belonged  Intercepted,  rather 
suddenly  for  all  conoerned,  a  line  of 
the  eliemy  winding  Its  way  across 
the  desert.  Th*  British  patrol  num- 
bered only  three  Ford  ears,  the 
patrol  having  been  split  In  two  that 
morning.  Seven  men  wa*  the  strength 
of  the  little  force,  and  *  single 
machine  gun  constituted  th*ir 
"heavy  artillery."  The  enemy  had 
rifles  and     ammunition     of     various

The  Bennousl  did  not 
open  fire  directly  on  seeing  the  little 
British  patrol,  apparently  believing 
that  If  they  allowed  the  British  to 
come  close  to  them,  they  would  be 
able  to  pick  off  every  man  and  make 
a  clean  sweep  of  th*  small  party  of 
soldlera.  Certainly  the  enemy  «nre 
quickly  proved  effective.  Two  of  the 
sergeants  were  wounded  almost  at 
th*  beginning  of  the  affray.  The 
fighting  wa*  at  twenty-five  yards' 
range,  and  last*d  only  for  about  half 
an  hour.'  Th*  five  remaining  British, 
In  charge  of  Lieut.  Goodall.  fought 
,  desperately.  The  officer  had  a  re- 
volver. He  and  two  of  his  men  were 
on  one  car,  two  being  on  the  ma- 
chine gun,  th*  remaining  two  men 
who  had  not  been  wounded  had  rifles. 
Had  th*  encounter  turned  out  In 
any  way  other  than  a  success  for  the 
British  Pte.  Grossman  Would  not 
have  been  back  to  tell  th*  story.  At 
th*  and  of  half  an  hour  the  desert 
smugglers  were  wiped  out,  and  the 
seventeen  camels  and  cargo  of  sugar, 
rice  and  other  smuggled  supplies 
whleh  were  being  taken  by  the  Ben- 
nousl to  the  Arab*,  were  disposed  of, 
the  camels  being  shot  and  the  sup- 
plies being  burned. 

The  base  wa*  on*  hundred  miles 
back,  and  In  order  to  let  the  garri- 
son there  know  what  had  befallen 
thenv  the  car  patrol  released  carrier 
pigeons.  However,  by  the  time  as- 
sistance was  sent  out  to  them  they 
had  nearly  reached  their  camp  at 
Balum  once  more. 

Heeded  Strong  Men 
To  live  in  the  desert  a  man  must 
have  a  strong  constitution,  maintain* 
Pt*.  Grossman  out  of  his  experience 
In  the  Libyan  expedition.  There  Is 
no  shelter  provided  for  night  except 
a  blanket  and  a  ground  sheet.  There 
1*  always  a  dearth  of  water,  no 
change  of  clothe*,  and  the  fluctua- 
tion of  temperature*  and  atmosphere* 
la  very  trying,  with  overpowering  heat 
In  the  daytime  and  chilly  dew  at 
night 

Heat  tn  Palestine 

It  wa*  on  October  1  but  year  that 
Pt*.  Grossman,  the  only  Canadian  In 
th*  party,  left  for  th*  Palestine  front 
with  th*  armored  car  batteries.  Al- 
most Immediately  on  arriving  at  Lud, 
a  point  between  Jaffa  and  Jerusalem, 
which  they  made  their  base  for  th* 
Palestine  front,  he  was  taken  sick, 
and  wa*  Invalided  back  to  Alexandria, 
where  he  remained  for  about  two 
months,  most  of  the  time  In  hospital. 
Finally  he  wa*  sent  to  England,  and 
there  he  wa*  placed  In  (he  hospital 
at  Woolwich,  from  which  he  wa*  dis- 
charged on  September   29. 

He  ha*  com*  back  horn*  under 
more  than  ordinarily  sad  condition*, 
both  his  mother  and  hi*  wife  baring 
died  within  a  short  time  of  each 
other  while  he  was  on  his  way  back 
to  Victoria.  Before  he  went  over- 
seas, more  than  three  years  ago,  he 
was  with  the  Studebaker  firm  of  mo- 
tor dealer*  here,  and  It  1*  his  Inten- 
tion to  continue  to  make  his  home 
in  the  city  and  to  take  up  ear  driv- 
ing again.  If  experience  In  driving 
machine*  over  the  trackless  desert 
sands  for  a  period  of  30  months  Is 
helpful  for  th*  kind  of  service  de- 
manded of  a  chauffeur,  he  should  be 
excellently  equipped  for  any  duty  of 
the  kind.

Victoria's  financial  position  is  rapid- 
strengthening.  During  the  past 
few  months  there  has  been  a  notice- 
able Increase  In  the  demand  for  local 
bond  Issues..  Yesterday  $126,000 
worth  of  consolidated  bonds  were  dis- 
posed of  on  a  •  per  cent  basis,  arid 
many  Inquiries  are  being  received  by 
the  treasury  department  from  finan- 
cial concerns  eagerly  .seeking  Victoria 
security. 

It  to  believed  that  If  the  rate  of 
Interest  was  fixed  slightly  higher  than 
6  per  cent,  the  city,  would  have  no 
difficulty  In  selling  an  indefinite 
amount.  Some  weeks  ago,  however, 
the  Council  pledged  Itself  to  a  rate  to 
yield  the  investor  6  per  cent  and'  the 
question  likely  to  be  raised  shortly 
lis  whether  or  not  It  would  be  good 
policy  to  reduce  the  figure. 

News  that  Victoria  has  succeeded 
in  getting  out  from  under  the  finan- 
cial burdens  which  encumbered  the 
city  during  the  years  of  abnormal  de- 
pression to  spreading  fast  throughout 
Canada.  The  Financial  Post,  of  To- 
ronto, one  of  the  foremost  papers  for 
Investors  In  the  Dominion,  carries  this 
article  In  Its  current  issue,  received  in 
Victoria  yesterday: 

Victoria's  finances  are  declared  to 
be  in  better  shape  today  than  for  sev- 
eral years  past.  Ratepayers  are 
meeting  their  tax  -bills  more  satisfac- 
torily and  are  more  alive  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  preventing  taxes  from  go- 
ing into  arrears.  ■ 

Beat  In  Six  Tears 

The  civic  bank  account  la  in  better 
shape  than  at  any  time  during  the 
past  six  years,  according  to  Mayor 
Todd,  who  states  that  the  improved 
financial  position  of  the  city  to  real- 
ized by  investors  and  others,  and  this 
to  manifested  by  the  continual  inquir- 
ies that  the  city  is  receiving  from 
bond  houses  desirous  of  investing  in 
good  securities. 

"While  In  order  to  meet  our  obli- 
gations, less  than  a  year  aga  we  had 
to  pay  for  money  a  rate  considerably 
over  7  per  cent,  today  we  are  selling 
what  few .  bonds  we  have  for  sale 
at  rates  to  yield  the  investor  6  per 
cent,  declares  the  Mayor. 
Local  Development 

The  more  hopeful  feeling  on  the 
part  of  the  public  to  not  only  attrib- 
uted to  the  termination  of  the  war, 
but  to  various  local  reasons  as  well, 
such  aa  shipbuilding  development,  the 
Canadian  Northern  Railway  Construc- 
tion and  Ocean  Terminals,  the  return 
of  shipping  to  the  port  of  Victoria,  In- 
eluding  the  big  C.  P.  R.  trans- Pacific 
linens  and  larger  Oriental  steamships 
operating  between  this  port  and  the 
Orient. 

Victoria's  bank  clearings  for  No- 
vember are  also  taken  as  an  indica- 
tion of  (he  more  optimistic  trend  of 
local  development,  constituting  a  rec- 
ord over  any  corresponding  period 
since  the  outbreak  of  war.  There  to 
also  a  big  Increase  In  the  number  of 
water  services;  'there,,. are  very  few 
habitable  houses  vacant,  and  the 
number  of  telephones  in  use  in  the 
city  to  at  present  the  highest  on  rec- 
ord. 

Tourists  a  Factor 

The  annual  influx  of  visitors  from 
the  prairies  and  other  parts  of  the 
country  has  commenced  and  now  that 
the  restrictions  on  travel  have  been 
removed  a  still  greater  number  of 
tourists  are  expected  In  the  Immediate 
future. 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  many  of

Following  the  annual  meeting:  of 
the  Victoria  Astronomical  Society,  a 
fairly  large  gathering  was  treated  to 
a  .very  interesting  and  instructive 
•lecture  by  Dr.  J.  8.  Plaskett  on  the 
work  of  the  big  telescope  at  Saanlch. 

Dr.  Plaskett  told  his  hearers  that 
the  telescope  Is  not  only  the  largest 
at  present  In  operation,  but  la  also 
the  best  constructed,  the  best  de- 
signed, the  most  accurate  and  the, 
most  convenient  In  the  world.  In 
the  first  place.  Victoria  had  been 
chosen  as  the  site  for  the  ob- 
servatory in  which  the  telescope  is 
housed  on  account  of  the  smaU  varia- 
tions In  temperature  experienced  dur- 
ii.g  the  day,  and  working  tests  had 
proved  that  the  aberration  due  to 
change  of  temperature  was  even  less 
than  had  been  anticipated  and  pro- 
vision had  been  made  in  the  dome, 
which  was  proving  very  successful, 
to  obviate  any  great  changes  In  torn* 
parture;  the  'mirror  has  not  only 
equaled  but  exceeded  all  expectations. 

Another  anxiety  before  the  tele- 
scope had  been  tested  In  actual  work* 
ing  condition  was  as  to  the  steadi- 
ness of  "seeing  conditions,"  which 
depended  on  the  steadiness  of  the  air 
through  which  the  rays  of  light 
passed  on  the  great  reflector.  .These 
conditions  also  had  exceeded  all  ex- 
pectations. 

Then  there  were  the  mechanical  ar- 
rangements. The  -big  telescope,  was 
fitted  with  a  driving  clock  to  enable 
the '  telescope  to  follow  the  stars  in 
their  .  path  across  the  heavens. ,  and 
this  had  proved  to  be  practically  per- 
fect; the  mechanical  precision  being 
greater  than  that  of  any  telescope 
which  Dr.  Plaskett  had  ever  seen  or 
heard  of,  there  being  no  trace  of 
any  oscillation  of  the  image  project- 
ed by  the  mirror.  As  regards  the 
means  of  operating — In  this  case  eleo* 
trio  motors — at  Baanich  they  were 
able  to  change  the  direction  from  on* 
star  to  another  in  two  or  three  min- 
utes, a  speed  never  before  equaled  In 
the  operation  of  a  large  telescope. 

As  to  the  work  being  done  at  the ' 
Observatory,  Dr.  Plaskett  said  that 
the  popular  conception  of  the  work 
done  with  a  telescope  of  this  nature 
was  as  a  rule  inaccurate.  People 
Imagined  that  the  astronomer  spent 
his  Ume  searching  the  heavens  for 
new  stars,  planets  or  comets,  but  such 
was  far  from  being  the  case.  That 
could  be  done  much  more  easily  with 
a  small  telescope  with  a  larger  field; 
the  big  telescope  has  a  very  small 
field,  but  a  long  focal  length  and  an 
extremely  large  working  aperture. 

A  definite  programme  was  mapped 
out  of  work  most  useful  in  adding  to 
the  knowledge  of  scientists  concern- 
ing the  construction  of  the  universe. 
At  present  the  staff  at  Observatory 
Hill  being  short-handed,  the  work 
was  confined  to  observing  the  spectra 
of  stars  and  was  all  photographic;  no 
visual  observations  were  made  at  all. 

The  reflecting  telescope  was  espe- 
cially adapted  for  photographlo 
work,  the  mirror  giving  a  perfectly 
achromatic  Image  without  any  color 
fringes;  the  absence-  of  chromatin 
aberration  caused  the  image  on  the 
photographlo  plate  to  be  sharp  and 
well  defined,  the  purpose  of  the  large 
mirror  being  to  get  enough  Ught 
from  a  small  star  to  make  it  possi- 
ble to  photograph  Its  spectra.  By 
measuring  these  spectra  It  was  pos- 
sible to  determine  the  radial  velocity 
of  the  stars  to  or  from  the  earth, 
and  the  purpose  of  this  work  Is  to 
add  to  our  knowledge  of  the  motion 
of  the  stara 

A  great  deal  of  this  class  of  astro- 
nomical work  had  been  done  at  the 
Lick  Observatory  during  the  past  29 
years  or  so.  but  the  telescope  there 
was  only  useful  to  observe  spectra 
of '  stars  of  the  fifth  magnitude  or 
brighter;  the  Victoria  telescope  -was 
able  to  observe  stars  of  a  much  lesser 
magnitude  and  In  the  immediate  fu- 
ture, that  u  to  say  during  the  next 
two  or  three  years,  seme  «••  stars 
would  be  observed. 

The  Observatory  had  also  under- 
taken a  programme  of  direct  photog- 
raphy for;  Professor  Pickering  of 
Harvard  College,  who  had  done  great 
work  In  observing  magnitudes  of 
stars.  This  telescope  Is  able  to  re- 
flect an  Image  of  a  star  which  would 
have  to  be  about  a  million  times 
brighter  to  be  observed  by  the  naked 


The  concluding  part  of  Dr.  Plas- 
kett's  address  was  illustrated  by  some 
very  fine  lantern  slides. 

After  pictures  were  thrown  on  the 
screen  showing  the  stages  in  the  in-, 
stallatlon  of  the  great  mirror,  some 
slides  were  shown  from  photographs 
made  with  the  telescope,  including 
the  spectra  of  the  new  star  discov- 
ered last  Summer,  and  some  very 
beautiful  photographs  of  the  greater 
nebulae  and  some  of  the  better  known 
clusters. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  address  Dr. 
Plaskett  said  that  it  was  hoped  to 
get  a  larger  staff  and  increase  the 
scope  of  the  work.  A  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  was  tendered  the  lecturer.      4

toria Astronomical  Society  held  their 
annual  meeting,  at  which  the  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected  for  the  en- 
suing year:  President,  Mr.  Drewry;

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Value  of  Animal  and  Vegetable 
Products  Resulting  From  Pa- 
triotic Campaign  Exceeded 
Two  Millions  This  Year, 


Victoria  and  Saanlch  led  the  Pro- 
vince in  the  great  patriotic  work  of 
increasing  production  this  year.  De- 
tails of  the  city  and  suburban  food 
production  work  undertaken  in  the' 
Province  during  the  year  are  given 
In  a  report  Just  completed  by  the 
Statistician  of  the  Provincial  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  Mr.  A.  B. 
Tweddle.  Of  the  total  of  vacant  lots 
cultivated  during  1918,  3.433,  Greater 
Victoria  is  credited  with  1,091.. 
Saanlch  heads  the  suburban  centres 
with  348.8'  acres  or  ten  per  cent  of 
the  total  urban  and  suburban  area 
cultivated  In  the  Province. 

Some  Idea  of  the  important  results 
secured  may  be  had  from  the  fact' 
that  the  value  of  produce  is  estimated 
at  $2,222,616,  and  that  the  vegetable 
produced  would  feed  British  Cohimv 
bias'  present  population  for  four 
months  with  a  dally  ration  of  four- 
teen ounces  -  of  potatoes  and  six 
ounces  of  other  vegetables. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Tweddle  seta 
forth:

June  under  the  joint  supervision  of 
the  Departments  of  Education  and 
Agriculture.  Csrd  schedules  were 
distributed  to  all  the  small  lot  pro- 
ducers possible  through  the  medium 
of  the   public   schools. 

.  "The  total  number  of  cards  dis- 
tributed was  31,393.  whilst  the  total 
number  filled  out  and  returned  was 
9.770  or  31.1  per  cent.  After  It 
was  decided  to  take  such  a  census, 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting; 
the  necessary  supplies  printed  and 
into  the  hands  of  the  school  teach- 
ers before  the  date  on  which  the 
schools  would  close,  with  the  result 
that  a  few  centres  were  not  reported 
upon,  whilst  the  brief  period  for  the 
distribution  and  coiection  of  the  cards 
by  the  schools  further  tended  to 
lessen  the  returns.  However,  the 
number  received  was  considered  suf- 
ficient upon  which  to  base  an  esti- 
mate of  totals  for  the  Province  and 
to  show  for  the  first  time  the  extent 
of  city  and  suburban,  production  In 
this  Province." 

"Results  go  to  prove  that  there  was 
a.  universal  and  hearty  response  to 
the  call  for  greater  food  production, 
so  necessary  toward  -relieving  the 
consumption  of  other  foods  mdre  es- 
sential for  distribution  amongst  the 
Allied  fighting  forces  and  the  more 
needy  civilian  population  in  Belgium 
and  France.    * 


"The  total  area  of  vegetables  pro- 
duced by  small  lot  cultivators  was 
3,23$  acres,  with  a  total  yield  of  26.- 
747  tons,  which  is  14.9  per  cent  of 
the  total  October  provisional  '  esti- 
mate for  the  entire  Province  In  1918. 
The  total  value  of  these  crops  Is  es- 
timated to  be  1889.340.  The  total 
yield  would  make  a  freight  train  load 
of  1,488  cars,  extending  1114  miles.. 
In  addition  to  the  value  of  vegetables 
produced  In  this  manner,  there  were 
thousanda  of  dollars'  worth  of  fruits, 
which  were  not  enumerated. 

The  total  value  of  vegetables  and 
animal  products  from  small  plots  was 
$2,222,513.  Poultry  and  sees  alone 
are  valued  at  8852,114.,  whilst  dairy 
products  totalled   $814,935. 

The  total  number  of  vacant  lots 
placed  under  cultivation  was  3.438, 
Greater  Vancouver.  Including  Bur- 
naby,  being  credited  with  834  and 
Greater  Victoria,  Including  Saanlch, 
with  1.091. 

Of .  the  strictly  urban  centres  re- 
ported upon,  the  City  of  Victoria 
shows  the  largest  area  In  vegetables, 
there  being  383.8  acres,  as  against 
198.2  acres  In  Nanaimo  and  127 
in  the  City  of  Vancouver. 

"Of  the  suburban  centres.  Saanlch 
leads,  with  848-3  acres,  or  10.8  per 
cent  of  the  total  urban  and  suburban 
area  in  the  Province.

Large  Quantities  of  War  Ma- 
terial Turned  Over  to  U.S. 
Troops — Fortress  of  Ehreji- 
breitstein  is  Occupied. - 


AMERICAN  ARMY  OF  OCCUPA- 
TION, Friday,  Dee,  30.— The  Ger- 
man authorities  began  today  turning 
over  to  the  American  Third  ■  Army 
large  quantities  of  war  material, 
which  will  require  several  trains  to 
transport.  Included  in  the  artillery 
given  up  by  the  Germans  are  7*0  guns 
of  large  calibre -and  nearly  3.000  ma- 
chine guns. 

The  other  guns  range  from  150's 
to  210-s. 

Ifetternlch,  Just  outside  of  Coblens, 
Is  the  assembling  point  for  this  ma- 
terial. 8ome  of  it  comes  from  east 
of  the  Rhine,  many  of  the  guns  Hav- 
ing been  sent  into  the  interior  of  Ger- 
many for  repairs,  as  the  terms  of  the 
armistice  require  that  all  the  artillery 
be  turned  over  la  first-class  condition. 
Today  American  officers  began  check- 
ing up  the  guns  as  they  came  In. 
German  officers  especially  assigned 
for  the  final  delivery  of  the  material 
assisted  In  the  work,  and  checked  the 
receipts  as  fast  as  the  Americans  in- 
spected and  accepted  the  surrendered 
property.  This  Is  the  largest  amount 
of  artillery  turned  ever  to  the  Ameri- 
cans under  the  armistice,  and  It  Is 
estimated  that  it  win  require  a  week 
to  inspect  and  receipt  for  all  the 
equipment. 

COBL.ENZ.  Dec.  to. — The  German 
fortress  of  Ehrenbreitsteln.  some- 
times called  the  Gibraltar  of  the 
Rhine,  on  the  eppesHa  bank  of  the 
river  from  Coblens,  was  occupied  by 
American  troops  today.  The  com- 
mander of  the  American  farces  Is 
Colonel  Robert  Borers,  a  West  Point 
Graduate  of  IMS.

NANAIMO  MOTORISTS 
BREAKING  THE  BY-LAW 

NANAIMO,  Dec,  21.— Several  auto- 
mobiles were  noticed  standing  on  the 
streets  during  performances  of  the 
Dominion  Theatre  the  list  two  even- 
ings, in  positions  rendering  the  own- 
ers liable  under  the  city  by-law.

VANCOUVER,  Dec  11.— If  the 
C.  P.  R.  rules  that  aU  or  any  of  its 

employeee  who  resigned  when  the 
CanadlRB  Merchant  Service  Guild 
tied  up  the  shipping  on  the  Coast  last 
Summer  shall  lose  their  service  rat- 
ing with  regard  to  pensions.  It  means 
more  serious  trouble,  according  to  in- 
formation obtained  from  members  of 
the  guild  this  morning. 

The  matter  was  discussed  tentative- 
ly yesterday  before  the  commission, 
but  no  definite  information  was  ob- 
tained from  the  C.  P.  R.  The  men 
point  out  they  consented  to  the  cessa- 
tion of  the  tie-up  only  on  the  under- 
■**ndln*  that  the  resignations  of  the 
officers  would  not  affect  their  service 
records.  It  is  declared  that  Mr,  B. 
A.  James,  representative  of  the  ship- 
ping companies  on  the  board,  while  in 
a  conference  between  the  commission- 
ers and  the  guild  at  Victoria,  gave 
the  asgurance  that  he  would  recom- 
mend that  the  service  of  every  mem- 
ber ahould  be  continued.  He  added, 
however,  that  the  matter  was  In  the 
hands  of  the  pension  board  and  was 
not  under  control  of  the  executive  of 
the  company. 

The  lake  captains  who  resigned 
with  the  coastwise  members  of  the 
guild,  it  is  understood,  have  been  no- 
tified that  they  would  lose  their  pen- 
sion rating  because  they  resigned, 
though  some  of  them  were  not  'off 
duty  at  all  and  only  one  boat  lost  a 
trip  through  the  tie-up.  as  the  in- 
struction* from  the  guild  headquar- 
ters were  quickly  followed  with  noti- 
fication of  a  satisfactory  settlement. 
The  guild  members  sure  very  firm  in 
stating  that  they  will  insist  on  the 
company  continuing  the  pension  rat- 
ing of  all  members  affected.  The 
matter  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
Royal  Commission,  and  will  be  ruled 
on  by  that  body  In  its "  final  report, 
whlo  his  expected  shortly.

these  unionc:  that  the  strike  situation 
is  confined  absolutely  to  the  one  yard 
and  until  negotiations  between  the 
council  and  the  firm  has  proceeded 
considerably  further  no  move  should 
be  made  to  call  out  other  men.

Old  Man  of  chess,  as  It  Is  an  earnest 
of  his  recovery  from  the  air-raid 
shock,  reference  to  whioh  has  been 
made  In  a  previous  issue.

Suicide  of  Monarchy.— Recollections 
ef  a  Diplomat,  by  Eugene  de  Sehel- 
klng  (Macmillan  &  Co.,  Toronto).— 
De  Schelklng  had  a  very  difficult  time 
getting  the  manuscript  of  this  book 
into  the  hands  of  the  publishers,  and 
the  experience  of  the  author  In  at- 
tempting to  give  hie  secret  Informa- 
tion to  the  public  added  unique  inter- 
est to  the  book.  When  this  Russian 
writer  reached  Canada  after  hie  es- 
cape from  the  Bolshevikl  via  Siberia, 
he  wan  refused  entrance  en  the  ground 
that  he  was  an  alien  enemy.  He 
thereupon  offered  the  M.S.  of  his 
book  as  a  proof  of  his  bona  fides.  As 
this  book  In  Itself  Is  a  passport  to  any 
Allied  country,  containing  as  it  does 
the  most  astounding  and  intimate  re- 
velations relating  to  European  diplo- 
macy, there  was  no  farther  trouble 
for  the  author  on  alien  enemy  grounds. 
Mr.  de  Schelklng  was  born  In  Petro- 
grad  just  sixty  yean  ago— -years 
crowded  full  of  rich  experience.  He 
entered  the  diplomatic  service  ef  his 
country  In  1883  and  held  poets  in 
Greece,  Prance,  Spain  and  Germany, 
in  which  latter  country  he  spent  four- 
teen yearn.  In  lltl  he  left  diplomatlo 
life  and  went  Into  political  journal- 
ism. Few  writers.  If  any,  in  Europe 
today  are  more  conversant  -  with  the 
intimate  political  affairs  of  the  vari- 
ous countries  which  have  taken  part 
in  the  late  war  than  Mr.  de  Schelklng. 

He  begins  his  book  with  a  short 
chapter  reviewing  the  reign  of  Alex- 
ander ill.  It  was  after  the  death  of 
this  monarch  that  the  deponed  " shier 
became  the  dominating  figure  around 
whom  swept  the  whirlpool  ef  Euro- 
pean politics.  The  writer  shows  that 
it  wee  the  feebleness  of  Nicholas  II. 
which  brought  disaster  to  Russia  and 
eliminated  the  Romanoffs  from  that 
throne.  Just  no  tho  insensate,  egotis- 
tical and  dynastic  porley  of  William 
eliminated  the  Hohensolleras  from 
among  the  monarchies  ef  Europe. 

The  book  was  published  before  the 
signing  of  the  armistice  and  written 
months  before  the  final  social  up- 
heaval in  Germany.  Nevertheless  the 
writer  truly  and  accurately  deplete 
events  just  as  they  have  happened 
■ince.  This  more  than  anything  else 
serves  to  Stamp  his  work  with  relia- 
bility -and  sincerity.  The  manuscript 
of  the  volume  was  originally  dictated 
by  the  writer  in  French  to  Mr.  Law* 
rsnee  Mott,  correspondent  .  of  The 
New  Tork  Herald  in  Yokohama, 
where  Mr.  de  Schelklng,  after  leaving 
Petregrad  nineteen  days  after  tho 
final  revolution  broke  out.  Stayed  for 
about  a  year  before  ensuing  to  Can- 
ada. Tho  book  was  practically  rewrit- 
ten la  Vancouver.  SVC,  by  the  writer. 
In  collaboration  with  Mr.  L.  W.  Ma- 
koveki,  ef  The  Vancouver  Baity 
Province. 

As  Mr.  do  Schelklng  exptntne.  the 
tragedy  of  the  European  war  la  ef 
course,  tho  natural  SWISS  mi  of  pol- 
icies deliberately  pursued,  bat  tt  win 
be  admitted  that  behind  the  pctley 
lice  the  personality  of  the  neon  In 
whose  hands  have  tola  the  destinies 
of  nations.     It  Is 


dally  those  men  whose  personalities 
guided  the  destinies  of  Russia  and 
Germany,  with  whom  he  deals.  Tak- 
ing it  In  its  entirety,  this  book  is  one 
of  the  most  Interesting  human  docu- 
ments which  has  been  published  in 
connection  with  the  war.  One  of  the 
moot  fascinating  things  about  It  being 
the  manner  In  which  the  moot  trivial 
attain  become  the  direct  source  of  a 
tragic  aftermath.

Capt.  A.  da  M.  Mellin,  A.8.C.,  and 
Mra  Mellin,  the  latter  the  daughter 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  9.

Mellin  la  wall  known  bare  and  In  the 
Cowlehan  district  He  went  to  Eng- 
land In  January.  1*1*.  and  waa  two 
years  In  France  before  he  waa  In- 
valided home  to  England,  Mrs.  Mellin 
in  the  meantime  having  been  engaged 
In  special  work  at  the  War  Office. 
They  are  welcomed  back  by  their 
friends  here,  and  express  themselves 
as  being  thoroughly  delighted  to  gat 
back  to  Canada  once  mora. 

A  terrible  experience  befell  them 
a  little  mora  than  two  months  ago, 
whan  as  passengers  on  the  torpedoed 
Irish  mall  boat  Lelnster  they  nearly 
perished  at  sea.  The  incident  oc- 
curred on  October  10.  within  less 
than  two  hours  of  the  time  they 
sailed  from  Kingstown.  Capt  Mel- 
lin's  watch  stopped  at  9.46,  probably 
whan  ha  sank  In  the  sea  after  the 
explosion  which  wrecked  their  ship, 
and   has   never   gone    since 


pass  through  again. 

Hit  Twice 
"We  wars  starting  for  Canada  after 
spending  a  year  In  Ireland,  and  had 
all  our  belongings  going  over  by  the 
same  ship  to  England,  from  whanoa 
we  wera  to  sail  for  home,"  said  Mrs. 
Mellin  u  commencing  the  story  of 
tha  fateful  day.  '^We  left  Kings- 
town at  S.IO  In  tha  morning  of  Oc- 
tober 10.  Tha  Lelnster  was  torpe- 
doed at  9.45.  Two  torpedoes  hit  the 
boat,  the  first  one  In  Vhe  bows  on 
tha  port  aids,  the  second  one  four 
minutes  afterwards  'midships  on  tha 
starboard  side,  tha  submarine  having 
circled  round  us  so  that  she  could 
get  us  from  a  new  quarter." 

Capt  and  Mrs.  Mellin  had  their 
lifebelts  on.  They  ware  also  for- 
tunately, standing  on  tha  deck  in  tha 
starn  of  tha  ship.  When  the  first 
torpedo  struck  tha  Lelnster  they  were 
not  vary  much  frightened,  and  It  Is 
even  assumed  that  tha  damage  was 
so  alight  that  they  might  still  have 
limped  back  to.  port  had  not  the  sec- 
ond torpedo  struck  tham  and  blown 
up  tha  ship.  Six  minutes  from  the 
time  tha  first  torpedo  hit  tham.  two 
minutes  from  the  time  the  second  one 
tha  Lelnster  went  down.- 

Mrs.  Mellin  recalls  sliding  down  a 
rope,  choosing  this  means  of  escape 
from  tha  sinking  vessel*  rather  than 
trusting  herself  to  tha  lifeboats, 
which,  she  maintained,  "nearly  al- 
ways stuck  and  tipped  up,  spilling 
an  tha  people  out"  As  she  reached 
tha  water  an  overturned  lifeboat, 
floating  bottom  up,  crushed  her  ag- 
ainst the  bigger  ship,  dlsoolatlng  her 
shoulder.  She  still  retained  con- 
sciousness, and  was  even  able  to  swim 
a  little,  despite  the  fact  that  she 
had  on  her  coat  and  a  skirt  which 
hampered  her  movements.  Her  Ufa- 
bait  helped   her  to  kaap  afloat     To

boat  She  worked  her  way  out  from 
this  position  and  on  ooming  up  once 
mora  Into  daylight  discovered  that 
aba  was  about  twenty-Are  feat  from  tha 
only  lifeboat  which  was  right  side 
up  and  manned.  She  made  a  su- 
preme effort  and  reached  this  Just 
at  tha  same  moment  as  her  husband. 
It  was  like  reunion  after  death.  He 
had  seen  her  sink  and  had  Imagined 
her  lost  Ha  had  slipped  tram  tha 
deck  of  tha  Hating  ship  and  had 
gone  down  too,  but  presently  came  to 
tha  surface  once  mora  bouyed  up  by 
bis  Ufa- belt  despite  the  weight  of  his 
sodden  "British  warm"  and  his  heavy 
boots  and  spurs.  Clinging  to  tha 
side  of  the  laden  lifeboat  ha  was  un- 
able, even  had  there  been  room,  to 
pull  himself  up  owing  to  tha  weight 
of    his    clothes. 

Two  Hoars  and  a  Half 
Thus  they  clung  to  the  drifting 
over-freighted  craft  for  mora  than 
two  hours  and  a  half.  Mrs.  Mellin 
partly  supported  by  bar  one  able 
arm.  partly  by  her  husband,  who  had 
hooked  one  of  his  faat  In  tha  rope 
looped  along-  the  side  of  tha  Ufa- 
boat  His  spurs  caught  her  clothing 
and  when  finally  by  a  superhuman 
effort  he  succeeded  In  clambering 
over  the  side  of  the  boat  and  pulling 
her  In  after  him  she  found  out  that 
her  skirt  was   in   tatters. 

"But  he  saved  my  Ufa,"  she  de- 
clares. 

Half  an  hour  longer  they  waited 
before  help  came.  There  had  been 
a  bad  storm  tha  day  before,  and  a 
tremendous  swell  kept  a  mountain  of 
water  rolling  between  them  and  a 
destroyer,  of  which  they  had  caught 
fleeting  glimpses  from  time  to  time.'

because  of  tha  roughness  of  tha  sea. 
Ropes  ware  thrown  out.  and  in 
reaching  these  the  passengers  spoiled 
tha  balance  of  their  craft  and  were 
capsized  into  the  deep  again.  Many 
ware  never  recovered,  among  those 
who  were  lost  being  Capt.  Birch,  the 
skipper  of  tha  Lelnster.  who  had  had 
both  his  legs  broken  and  an  eye 
knocked  out  by  the  explosion  which 
sent  his  ship  to  tha  bottom. 

Capt.  and  Mrs.  Mellin  were  the 
only  people  who  succeeded  in  stay- 
ing in  the  lifeboat  But  still  they 
could  not  be  reached.  Finally  they 
resorted  to  a  ruse  which  proved 
their  deliverance.  Capt.  Mellin  'held 
up  his  wife's  disabled  arm;  she  held 
up  tha  other.  As  tha  destroyer  came 
by  man  reached  out  and  pulled  her 
up.  A  second  time  the  same  way, 
and  her  husband  waa  saved. 

Up  to  that  time  though  numbed 
with  cold,  bruised  and  suffering  acuta 
pain  from  her  dislocated  shoulder, 
Mrs.  Mellin  had  still  retained  con- 
sciousness. When  they  pulled  her 
aboard  the  destroyer  she  swooned, 
and  for  a  short  time  experienced 
merciful  oblivion.  But  later  she  could 
see  and  learn  much  of  the  heroic 
and  gallant  work  of  tha  officers  and 
men  of  the  destroyer  who  had  come 
to  their  rescue.  Words,  she  says, 
are  weak  and  powerless  to  describe 
the  splendor  of  their  actions.  One  in- 
stance she  cited:  An  officer,  seeing 
the  feat  of  a  woman  sticking  from 
under  a  derelict  raft,  pulled  off  his, 
coat  and  dived,  bringing  up  the 
body.  Equally  heroic  actions  oc- 
curred over  and  over  again,  until  120 
of  tha  72 S  passengers  were  recov- 
ered from  tha  boiling  sea.  But  this 
was  all.  Six  hundred  persons  per-' 
ished  through  that  ruthless,  cruel  act 
of  tha  enemy  who  was  so  shortly  to 
acknowledge,  defeat. 

■  Oared  far  Patients 
In  all  this  confusion  of  mind,  this 
welter  of  storm,  the  crew  of  the 
destroyer  had  thought  for  tha  com- 
fort and  care  of  tha  rescued  ones. 
Thote  who  were  hurt  or  unconscious 
wera  taken  down  and  put  Into  com- 
fortable bunks  and  given  hot  rum. 
,  Whan  they  reached  Kingstown  at  Ave 
o'clock  that  night  they  recognised, 
almost  for  the  flrat  time,  that  they 
wera  soaking  with  oil  from  the 
burst  tanks  of  tha  Lelnster,  and 
mixed  with  this  ware  bits  of  chipped 
wood,  soot  and  coaldust,  so  that  they 
presented  an  appearance  which  would 
have  moved  any  heart  to  pity.  But 
they  were  cheered  by  the  sight  of 
kindly  Irish  faces,  and  tha  Red  Cross 
was  there  to  give  them  cocoa  and 
blankets  and  other  comforts  and  bear 
tham  away  to  hospital.  Captain  and 
Mrs.  Mellin  ware  taken  off  to  the 
City  of  Dublin  hospital,  where  they 
remained   for   about   ten    days. 

"I  had  my  shoulder  aet  at  eight 
o'cloek  that  night,"  said  Mrs.  Mellin, 
recalling  with  vast  appreciation  tha 
kindliness  with  which  they  wera 
eared  for  in  the  little  ward. 
Tried  Again 
The  spirit  of  these  two  Victorians 
ware  not  broken  by  this  awful  ex- 
perience. A  second  time  while  tha 
war  waa  still  on  they  essayed  to  make 
their  way  back  to  Canada,  sailing 
from  Dublin  to  Holyhead  tha  begin- 


ning of  November,  before  the  arm- 
istice was  signed.  This  time  they 
had  only  themselves  to  think  of,  all 
their  worldly  possessions  having  gone 
down  on  the  Lelnster  on  December 
1  they  sailed  on  the  Adriatic  from 
Liverpool,  and  came  straight  throfsgh 
to  Victoria  from  New  York  on  land- 
ing there. 

The  flrat  newa  which  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Maclure  had  of  the  fact  that  their 
daughter  and  son-in-law  ware  on  the 
Lelnster  was  when  they  received  a 
letter  written  by  them  from  the  Dub- 
lin hospital,  a  cablegram  which  was 
supposed  to  have  been  sent  by  rela- 
tives overseas  having  been  neglected 
in  the  excitement. 

Capt  Mellin'a  father,  Capt.  H.  de 
A.  Mellin,  has  bean,  serving  in  con- 
nection with  the  army  since  IS  15, 
and  Is  at  present  In  charge  of  pris- 
on ers-  of- war,  although  ha,  too,  was 
in    France   in    1916. 

Everyone  who  knows  the  story  of 
tha  Lelnster  disaster  will  feel  that  a 
special  providence  watched  over  those 
who  escaped  with  their  lives  in  view 
of  all  the  circumstances,  and  Captain 
and  Mrs.  Mellin  are  grateful  even 
with  the  memory  of  so  terrible  an  or- 
deal that  they  had  an  opportunity  to 
sea  how  gallant  and  splendid  the  men 
of  the  British  Navy  can  be  when  put 
to  such  a  test

COURAGE  IN  FIGHT 


Had  there  been  soma  concerted 
cheering  from  tha  big  crowd  which 
gathered  at  the  wharf  yesterday  after- 
noon to  welcome  the  hundred  or  more 
returned  soldiers  who  came  off  the 
Vancouver  boat,  the  event  would 
h|ive  lacked  nothing  In  the  way  of  a 
dengonstratlon  to  tha  boys  who  have 
bean  overseas  fighting,  some  of  them 
since  the  commencement  of  the  war. 

Belleville  Street  was  packed  with 
cars  which  Mr.  George  I.  Warren  and 
the  Motor  Committee  of  the  Welcome 
Club  had  succeeded  in  getting  citizens 
to  lend  for  the  purpose  of  conveying 
the  ex-fighters  to  their  respective 
homes.  Forty-two  machines  in  all 
lined  the  roadway,  and  for  soma  min- 
utes after  the  men  disembarked  it  was 
almost  impossible  for  tha  drivers  to 
start  their  motors  owing  to  the  dense 
crowd  which  surged  along  tha  pave- 
ment and  street  in  tha  wake  of  the 
khaki-clad  figures.  Flags,  aa  uaual  on 
such  occasions,  fluttsrad  from  the 
C.  P.  R.  offices  and  all  prominent 
parts  of  tha  wharf,  and  the  Welcome 
Club  members  congregated  at  tha 
point  where  the  gangway  leads  into 
the  street,  sent  up  a  small  and  enthu- 
siastic cheer  for  tha  respective  veter- 
ans as  they  came  up.  Tha  police  bad 
great  difficulty  In  keeping  a  passage 
clear  for  the  men  to  gat  through,  so 
eagerly  did  the  releatlves  of  expected 
men  press  forward  la  the  hope  of  ap- 
propriating their  soldier. 

Seven  officers  came  back  and  about 
ninety-five  non-commissioned  officers 
and  men.  The  former  were  Captain 
Grant,  Lieuts.  Colgate,  Baun,  Morley. 
Norrls,  W.  C.  Wink  el  and  Robinson.
